PREFACE 


The Writers' and Artists’ Year Book is essentially a book 
for practical use, and for nearly thirty years its aim 
has been to provide helpful and up-to-date information 
for the free-lance writer, artist and composer. 

Considerable changes were made in last year’s issue 
of the Year Book ; articles on various aspects of the 
writer’s craft were replaced by reference matter of more 
practical value to the active free-lance. The success of 
these changes was reflected in the record sales of the 
Year Book, and it is hoped that the new material in the 
present edition will still further increase its efficiency. 

This includes new articles on the markets for the 
free-lance artist, photographer, and lyric-writer and 
conipo-ser. In addition Mr G. H. Thring provides a 
valuable summary of the Copyright Act of 1911 and 
Mr S. P. B. Mais surveys the present literary market 
in his article “ Free-lance Journalism To-day.” 

It may not be generally realised that all the informa- 
tion given in the Year Book about the requirements of 
journals, publishers, literary agents, etc., is supplied by 
them and is not the result of any editorial preference 
or partisanship. Without this helpful co-operation it 
would be difficult for the Year Book to exist. Every 
entry in the Year Book is submitted for correction and 
it is therefore particularly gratifying to record that 
proofs were returned for 99 per cent of the entries in 
this issue. Many new journals have been added and a 
number which no longer exist deleted. The omission of 
several journals which have appeared in previous issues 
is due not to the fact that they have ceased publication

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but because they provide little opportunity for the free- 
lance author or artist. 

The Writers' Desk Book, a collection of articles on 
various aspects of writing and a companion to the Year 
Book, was published last year and has been so success- 
ful that it has led to the formation of a series of books 
published in association with the Year Book — The 
Writers' and Artists' Library.

OVERSEAS NEWSPAPERS 


Many excellent newspapers are published in the larger towns throughout the 
Empire. To give a full list, which could never be kept up-to-date, of so many 
hundreds of papers would be impossible within the confines of this small year 
book, and quite useless to a would-be contributor. The leading newspapers 
can be seen at their London offices, but some of the less important ones do not 
run to a London office. At any rate, in regard to MSS. it is expedient to deal 
direct with Overseas headquarters, even if it involves a good deal of patience. 

Most of the big newspapers depend for news mainly on their own staffs. 
The most important papers have permanent representatives who keep them 
supplied, not only with news of purely Dominion and Colonial interest, but 
with a weekly summary of English news, and articles on events of special 
importance. 

Canadian, South African, and Australasian papers are so well supplied with 
cabled news that the work even of their owm London representatives is of 
diminishing importance, and their reports come as belated echoes of events 
already half-forgotten. All the Overseas newspapers like their English repre- 
sentatives to be well-informed people from their own country. 

The Overseas market for stories is too small to be worth considering. The 
newspa|>er8 and dailies usually buy their stories, as the smaller papers buy 
their general articles, through one or other of the well-knouTi syndicates, and 
such magazines as are published Overseas like their fiction to have a local set- 
ting. From personal exj>erience and numerous complaints, with regret we 
must say that the editors of some Australasian journals are far behind most 
American editors in courtesy and good will. Often valued MSS. arc lost, and 
letters remain unanswered. 

If disappointment is to be avoided, would-be contributors should beware 
of the small magazines of the " Here to-day and gone to-morrow " class. This 
advice applies particularly to the less than lesser periodicals of India. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the market is not a very hopeful one, yet in 
order that anyone may be able, at any rate, to try his luck, a list of the prin- 
cipal papers which have any opening at all for outside work is given. Many 
or these run as dailies and have a weekly issue with a different name, which is 
more of a magazine and less rigidly kept for local or topical news. The pay 
in most cases is small. 

A pr^iminary letter is advisable, and acquaintance with the magazine to 
which it is desir^ to send contributions is essential.

FREE-LANCE JOURNALISM TO-DAY 

By S. P. B. MAIS 

Free-lance journalism is a fascinating pursuit for all writers who dislike being 
tied. It is true that the free-lance writer lacks security of tenure, but ten years 
in Fleet Street taught me that the salaried journalist is not as safe as a Civil 
Servant. 

But free-lance work demands not only infinite pains but infinite patience. 
It is little use sending out one article and waiting for the post to bring it 
back again. 

If you are to make a living out of free-lance work you have to watch the 
market and even to anticipate the rise and fall of public interest with at least 
the acumen of a stock-broker. The compleat writer needs the patience as 
well as the skill of the compleat angler. 

It is essential that the subject which you tackle should interest you. It is 
highly desirable that you should be master of it. Your presentation of it 
must be lucid, simple and pleasant to read, but above all it is important that 
the subject should be something that editors think the public wants. I am 
for the moment presuming that your desire is to entertain and to inform a 
large body of readers. Specialised scientific articles for a small coterie do not 
really come within the ordinary meaning of free-lance work. I am not 
suggesting that editors know what the pubhc wants, but it does not need a 
det^ed study of most papers and magazines to gauge the type of article that 
appeals to them. 

But I am sure that it is just as great a mistake to write down to an 
imaginary public as it is to talk down to an actual child. Patronage and 
condescension are unpalatable to everybody and insincerity can be detected 
almost a.s quickly in writing as over the air. You may know more than the 
audience whom you are ad&essing, indeed you should, for what other excuse 
have you for addressing them, but it is wise to act on the Johnsonian assump- 
tion that mankind would rather be reminded than informed, and it is part of 
your art to make your readers believe that they are being reminded when in 
reality they are learning fresh truths from you all the time. 

My main business in writing is topography, and I am for ever wandering 
over the countryside looking for new sources of delight to communicate to 
country lovers. I notice that my many correspondents express their greatest 
pleasure always at being remind^ of some pleasance where they spent happy 
days long ago, and are much less grateful for the news of other loveliness tl:»t 
they have so far missed. 

Topographical writing, however, demands much more leisure than the 
average man possesses ; it is a costly business amassing information, and the 
manner of presentation requires extreme care. The good topo^phical writer 
has to have an exact eye for seeing and a high degree of artistic sensibihty to 
select the appropriate mood of the countryside for interpretation. 

I prefer it to any other sort of writing because I am at my happiest when I 
am roaming about the EngUsh counties, but after twenty years of it I am only 
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beginning to discover that enthusiasm for the subject is not enough. I need 
a background of natural history that I ought to have acquired in boyhood. I 
need a far keener perception of what there is to see around me. 

You will be wise to study the masters in your particular field, not to play 
the sedulous ape, not to despair of ever rising to their heights, but to see now 
and then how writing should be tackled, to share in some degree the grin of 
delight that we are told creeps over the creator's face as he coins a lovely image 
or says precisely what he is seeking to say in the exact way that he wants to 
say it. 

To be a successful free-lance journalist means that you have made some 
department of life so much your own that whenever that department swings 
pendulum-like into the public eye yours is the name that the public associate 
with it and you are sought by telephone and telegram by all editors. 

This success is sought by many and competition is severe, but the outlines 
of your apprenticeship to this service are clear. First, you should invariably 
carry a note-book with you wherev'er you go and in it enter any scene that 
strikes you. any memorable phrase — whether your own or not. 

Secondly, you should practise all the time and compjare your results if 
possible with the professionals. What I mean by this is that you should 
write down your impressions of some outstanding social or sporting event 
and compare it with the report given in the Times or other reputable paper 
tbe next day. This will show you how much you have missed. 

Thirdly, when, and only when, you think that you have been able to record 
an unusual angle or an event, or have been the sole witness of some interesting 
ceremony, you may submit your article, taking particular care to submit it to 
the editor whose particular pigeon this event or ceremony h^pens to be. 

The length of your contribution matters tremendously. The editor of the 
Countryman encourages condensation to such a degr^ that he prefers articles 
of one paragraph, and indeed there is much to be said for the attitude of the 
editor who once returned a manuscript of mine with the words, “ The only way 
to learn to write is to have to bear the expense of every word in a cable to 
Australia." Long-windedness may perhaps be forgiven in a sermon. It is 
quite unforgivable in an article and the surest way to court rejection of your 
manuscript. 

Do not imagine that any editor wants more words. He wants less. " Say 
what you have to say and stop," said William Cobbett, and you will find that 
all the best and lasting authors have followed this principle. Say nothing 
until you have something to say that you believe to be of some value and tiien 
get it said succinctly. 

I said that editors did not want words. Do not misunderstand me. 
Editors want articles as badlv as film directors want suitable subjects, but 
they have no wish to waste tneir own time or the time of their readers. If 
you have nothing fresh to say you need not worry about finding a market for 
it. There is none. And if you have something fresh to say you still need not 
worry about finding a market for it, for the market for fresh wares is very big 
inde^. If you are sure that what you have written is worth while, do not let 
yourself be depressed by any number of rejections. Fleet Street always falls 
for importunity in the end. 

So go on bombarding, but tiy to make your ammunition a little more 
effective each time you shoot it on. And do not be afraid of assaulting what 
seem to be the most impregnable fortresses. If your stuff is any good at all 
it is good enough for the best. If it is not good enough for the best bum it 
and start again. Nearly everything is improved with re-writing. 



PUBLISHERS’ AGREEMENTS 


There are four main kinds of agreement in vogue between authors and pub- 
ishers in regard to books. 

(a) Commission. Here an author agrees to bear all the cost of producing 
the book and to pay the publishers a commission on sales. This me^od is not 
recommended to a novice. Publishers are business men, and if there is likely 
to be any profit in a book some one of them, if not the first, will be willing to 
bring it out at his own risk. Such agreements are, however, quite useful in 
the case of a book on some learned, but not widely popular, theme, where the 
author is not expecting any profit, but merely wishes to give the results of his 
work to the world. 

{h) Copyright* This is when a publisher gives the author a lump sum for 
all rights in his book. This is rarely done now by first-class publishers in the 
case of ordinary books, though the practice continues where books for boys 
and girls are concerned. It should be remembered cop3nright carries with it 
all rights, and the book may turn out to be a huge popular success, even to the 
point of being dramatised or produced as a film play. Copyright power, ill- 
used, is a deadly weapon, as more than one unfortunate author has cause to 
deplore. 

First-class publishers desiring to reissue out-of-date work in which they owa 
the copyright request an author to revise. Unwritten law prevents outside 
revision if the author is willing to undertake the task. 

Outnght selling of copyright demands caution and competent advice. If 
a book is in any way datable, a clause should be inserted in the Agreement 
which will make repubhcation dependent upon revision by the author. 

(c) Profit Sharing. This should only be entered into with a firm of known 
repute, because however much the author may study the accounts submitted 
to him from time to time, he has no possible means of checking them, and he 
will hardly understand many of the items. He must have complete confidence 
in the absolute honesty of his partner, the publisher, for he is entirely in his 
hands. Given this confidence the arrangement is quite good, for where the 
book runs to a very large circulation the author will get more out of it than 
on any but a very big royalty. He will, however, have to wait for his money ; 
and if the book does not run to any abnormal figures he will not get more, if as 
much, as under a reasonable royalty or cop3night arrangement. Whatever 
proportion of the profits he agrees to, he must not let the pubhsher put in a 
clause about lo per cent, ch: 15 per cent, on sales before division of profit, as 
this works out very considerably to the author's disadvantage, for it means 

E er cent, on gross, not net, profits. That is to say, if the first ^tion of a book 
as cost ;^ioo and been sold for ;£i5o, the publisher's 15 per cent, is calculated 
on that £i$o (not on the £$o profit), so the publisher gets £^6 : 5s. against the 
author's £1^ : 15s. The best way is to have a clean division of profits with no 
percentages deducted first. 
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(iQ Bojaltj. This arrangement is far the best for a novice, for he knows 
where he is, and unless the publisher is a rogue indeed it will be difficult to 
cheat. It would, in fact, mean falsifying b^ks and putting himself at the 
mercy of his clerks, unless he keeps all the figures in his own hands. The 
general idea of the sales of books is exaggerated. If a first novel reaches 2000 
or 3000 the author can consider he has achieved a fair measure of initial success. 

In roy^ties paid according to contract tremendous variations occur. The 
first novelist cannot hope for the royalties of an established writer. His work 
may be good, but until he becomes a sound investment he represents to the 
publisher a gamble. In most cases royalty on a first novel be^ns at 10 per 
cent, of the published price. At a point in the book sales, which may vary 
from 2000 to 3000, the royalty mounts to 15 per cent. Publishers often start 
an author's second book at the royalty point where the first stopped. Fifteen 
per cent., however, in most cases is the top royalty, no matter how well a first 
book sells. 

As regards advances or sums paid on account of royalty to an author there 
is no set rule. The Society of Authors holds that at least £ 2 $ should be given 
in advance and on account of royalties to a new writer, but only in rare cases 
can publishers be made to see this. Publishers do not hesitate to pay an 
author of saleable stuff a substantial sum on account of royalties. Hundreds 
of books do not cam sufficient royalties to pay for advances given, in which 
case the publisher bears up in the hope that the author's next book will repay 
loss on the first. 

Royalties are no longer the only source of income. Absurd sums are some- 
times paid for film rights. Other sources of revenue are serial rights — first 
serial before the book is published, and second serial after publication ; Ameri- 
can and foreign rights, dmmatic rights, and cheap edition rights. The fledgling 
writer seldom derives profits of any appreciable amount out of rights. Only 
after he is established do these begin to mount up, and sometimes not even then. 

In all the foregoing examples variations occur. 



THE COPYRIGHT ACT OF 1911 

By GEORGE HERBERT THRING 

The Act of igii sweeps into its net copyright of all kinds whether Statutory 
or Common Law. 

Copyright subsists : 

1. Throughout the parts of His Majesty’s dominions to which this Act 
extends. 

2. In every original literary, dramatic, musical and artistic work if 

(a) in the case of a published work, the work was first published within 
such parts of His Majesty’s dominions as aforesaid ; and 

(b) in the case of an unpublished work, the author was at the date of 
the making of the work a British subject or resident within such 
parts of His Majesty’s dominions as aforesaid. 

Copyright Defined (Clause i). Copyright means ; 

the sole right to produce or reproduce the work or any substantial part 
thereof in any material form whatsoever, to perform, or in the case of a 
lecture to deliver, the work or any substantial part thereof in public ; if 
the work is unpublished, to publish the work or any substantial part 
thereof ; and shall include the sole right : — 

(a) to produce, reproduce, perform or publish any translation of the 
work • 

{b) in the case of a dramatic work, to convert it into a novel or other 
non-dramatic work ; 

(c) in the case of a novel or other non-dramatic work, or of an artistic 
work, to convert it into a dramatic work, by way of performance in 
public or otherwise ; 

(d) in the case of a literary, dramatic, or musical work, to make any 
record, perforated roll, cinematograph film, or other contrivance by 
means of which the work may be mechanically performed or 
delivered, 

and to authorise any such acts as aforesaid. 

Publication. Publication in relation to a work means : 

the issue of copies of the work to the public, and does not include the 
performance in public of a dramatic or musical work, the delivery in public 
of a lecture, the exhibition in public of an artistic work, or the construction 
of an architectural work of art, but, for the purposes of this provision, the 
issue of photographs and engravings of works of sculpture and architectural 
works of art shall not be deemed to be publication of such works. 
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Infringement (Clause 2). Copyright in a work shall be deemed to be 
infringed : 

by any person who, without the consent of the owner of the copyright, 
does anything the sole right to do which is by this Act conferred on the 
owner of the copyright : Provided that the following acts shall not con- 
stitute an infringement of copyright : — 

(i) Any fair dealing with any work for the purposes of private study, 
research, criticism, review, or newspaper summary : 

(ii) Where the author of an artistic work is not the owner of the copy- 
right therein, the use by the author of any mould, cast, sketch, 
plan, model, or study made by him for the purpose of the work, 
provided that he does not thereby repeat or imitate the main design 
of that work : 

(iii) The making or publishing of paintings, drawings, engravings, or 
photographs of a work of sculpture or artistic craftsmansMp, if 
permanently situate in a public place or building, or the making or 
publishing of paintings, drawings, engravings, or photographs 
(which are not in the nature of arcWtectural drawings or plans) of 
any architectural work of art : 

(iv) The publication in a collection, mainly composed of non-cop)nright 
matter, bona fide intended for the use of schools, and so described 
in the title and in any advertisements issued by the publisher, of 
short passages from published literary works not themselves 
published for the use of schools in whicli copyright subsists : Pro- 
vided that not more than two of such passages from works by the 
same author are published by the same publisher within five years, 
and that the source from which such passages are taken is ac- 
knowledged : 

(v) The publication in a newspaper of a report of a lecture delivered in 
pubhc, unless the report is prohibited by conspicuous written or 
printed notice affixed before and maintained during the lecture at 
or about the main entrance of the building in which the lecture is 
given, and, except whilst the building is being used for public wor- 
ship, in a position near the lecturer ; but nothing in this paragraph 
shall affect the provisions in paragraph (i) as to newspaper 
summaries : 

(vi) The reading or recitation in public by one person of any reasonable 
extract from any published work ; 

(vii) (Clause 20). To publish a report in a newspaper of an address of a 
political nature delivered at a public meeting. 

Then follow instances of what are also deemed to be nfringements, a.g. to 
•ell, let or hire, distribute by way of trade, exhibit in public by way of trade, 
import, etc. etc., and finally : 

Copyright in a work shall also be deemed to be infringed by any person 
who for his private profit permits a theatre or other place of entertainment 
to be used lor the performance in public of the worlt without the consent 
of the owner of the copyright, unless he was not aware, and had no reason- 
able ground for suspecting that the performance would be an infringement 
of copyright. 

Nate, It may be useful to add that the essence of direct infringement is 
copying. It may be possible for Author No. 1 to write a play or book or piece 
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of music and for Author No. 2 to produce a play or book or piece of music 
almost similar in plot, sequence of ideas and effect. If Author No. i cannot 
prove that Author No. 2 has actually copied his work, there is no infringement. 
Conversely, if Author No. 2 can prove that he could not possibly have had 
access to Author No. i*s play or book or piece of music there is no infringement. 

Duration (Clause 3). The duration of Copyright is for the life of the Author 
and fifty years after with certain specific exceptions. 

Provided that at any time after the expiration of twenty-five years, or in 
the case of a work in which copyright subsists at the passing of this Act 
thirty years, from the death of the author of a published work, copyright 
in the work shall not be deemed to be infringed by the reproduction of the 
work for sale if the person reproducing the work proves that he has given 
the prescribed notice in writing of his intention to reproduce the work, and 
that he has paid in the prescribed manner to, or for the benefit of, the 
owner of the copyright royalties in respect of all copies of the work sold by 
him calculated at the rate of ten per cent, on the price at which he publishes 
the work ; and, for the purposes of this proviso, the Board of Trade may 
make such regulations as they think fit. 

Duration of Copyright in Photographs : 

The term for which copyright shall subsist in photographs shall be fifty 
years from the making of the original negative from which the photograph 
was directly or indirectly derived, and the person who was owner of such 
negative at the time when such negative was made shall be deemed to be 
the author of the work. 

Note. For duration of copyright in Mechanical Instruments refer below. 
Note, It will be seen from the above and from Clause 5 : (infra). 

1. That the Author of a work is the first owner of the Copyright subject to 
the exceptions mentioned. 

2. That the work must be original. 

3. That Performances must be in public. 

4. That in (Clause i) “substantial,** and in (vi) “reasonable" must be 
a matter of evidence. 

Compulsory Liceuoes for Publication and Performance (Clause 4). If after 
the death of an Author the republication of a work or its performance is with- 
held from the public, on a complaint to the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council publication or performance can be enforced on terms. So far it would 
appear ^at no action under this Clause has been taken. 

Ownership (Clause 5). The Author of a work shall be the first Owner of the 
Copyright. 

Two exceptions : 

(a) where, in the case of an engraving, photograph, or portrait, the plate 
or other original was order^ by some other person and was made for 
valuable consideration in pursuance of that order, then, in the absence 
of any agreement to the contrary, the person by whom such plate or 
other original was ordered shall be the first owner of the cop3rright ; 
and 

(b) where the author was in the employment of some other person under a 
contract of service or apprenticeship and the work was made in the 
course of his employment by that person, the person by whom the 
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author was employed shall, in the absence of any agreement to the con- 
trapr, be the first owner of the copyright, but where the work is an 
article or other contribution to a newspaper, magazine, or similar 
periodical, there shall, in the absence of any agreement to the contrary, 
be deemed to be reserved to the author a right to restrain the publication 
of the work, otherwise than as part of a newspaper, magazine, or similar 
periodical. 

Joint Ownership exists where the work of one Author in collaboration is 
not distinct from that of the other Author or Authors. 

A Married Woman’s Ownership in collaboration is her separate property. 

The ownership of an author’s manuscript after his death, where such owner- 
ship has been acquired under a testamentary disposition made by the author 
and the manuscript is of a work which has not been published nor performed 
in public nor delivered in public, shall be prima facie proof of the copyright 
being with the owner of the manuscript. 

Assignment (Clause 5). The owner of the Copyright in any work may 
assign : 

the right, either wholly or partially, and either generally or subject to 
limitations as to country, and either for the whole term of the copyright or 
for any part thereof, and may grant any interest in the right by licence, 
but no such assignment or g^ant shall be valid unless it is in writing signed 
by the owner of the right in respect of which the assignment or grant is 
made, or by his duly authorised agent : 

Provided that, where the author of a work is the first owner of the 
copyright therein, no assignment of the copyright, and no grant of any 
interest therein, made by him (otherwise than by will) after the passing 
of this Act, shall be operative to vest in the assignee or grantee any rights 
with respect to the copyright in the work beyond the expiration of twenty- 
five years from the death of the author, and the reversionary interest in the 
copyright expectant on the termination of that period shall, on the death 
of the author, notwithstanding any agreement to the contrary, devolve on 
his legal personal representatives as part of his estate, and any agreement 
entered into by him as to the dis|>osition of such reversionary interest shall 
be null and void, but nothing in this proviso shall be construed as applying 
to the assignment of the copyright in a collective work or a licence to 
publish a work or part of a work as part of a collective work. 

Where, under any partial assignment or copyright, the assignee becomes 
entitled to any right comprised in copyright, the assignee as respects the 
right so assigned, and the assignor as respects the rights not assigned, shall 
be treated for the purposes of this Act as the owner of the copyright, and 
the provisions of this Act shall have effect accordingly. 

But it must be added as a warning that the agreement to assign the Copy- 
right or grant a licence will be enforced, however informal, and even if made 
verbally, if valuable consideration therefor has been given or promised. 

Civil Remedies (Clauses 6 to 9) . These Clauses contain a statement of the 
Civil Remedies, in case Action should be taken or threatened for Infringement. 

It would be advisable for a layman whether he is the plaintiff or the 
defendant to consult a solicitor before taking any steps. 

Clause 10 states that no action for Infringement of Copyright shall be 
commenced after the expiration of three years next after the Infringement. 
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Summary Remedies (Clauses 11, 12, 13). Under these Clauses any offender 
who knowingly commits any of the acts stated is liable to certain penalties, but 
nothing in this section shall as respects musical works affect the provisions of 
Musical (Summary Proceedings) Copyright Act 1902 or the Musical Copyright 
Act 1906, which have not been repealed and should be studied separately. The 
provisions with respect to Summary Remedies extend only to the United 
Kingdom. 

The remark under ** Civil Remedies " as to consulting a solicitor applies 
with equal force to these Clauses. Special care should be taken that the 
solicitor consulted knows something about Copyright Law, which is a highly 
technical subject. 

Importation of Copies (Clause 14). Copies made out of the United Kingdom 
of any work in which Copyright subsists which would infringe Copyright can 
be prohibited from importation by the owner of the Copyright, who must either 
himself or through the Agent give notice to the Commissioners of Custom and 
Excise. The Commissioners will then take the necessary steps. 

Delivery of Books to Libraries (Clause 15). It is the duty of the Publisher 
to see that this Clause is carried out. If, contrary to general custom, an Author 
publishes his work himself he should consult the clause. 

Posthtunoos Works (Clause 17) : 

In the case of a literary, dramatic, or musical work, or an engraving, in which 
copyright subsists at the date of the death of the author or, in the case of 
a work of joint authorship, at or immediately before the date of the author 
who dies last, but which has not been published, nor, in the case of a 
dramatic or musical work, been performed in public, nor, in the case of a 
lecture, been delivered in public, before that date, cop)n*ight shall subsist 
till publication, or performance or delivery in public, whichever may first 
happen, and for a term of fifty years thereafter, and the proviso to section 
three of this Act shall, in the case of such a work, apply as if the author had 
died at the date of such publication or performance or delivery in public as 
aforesaid. 

This clause naturally is more important to the legatee or literary executor, 
who should not forget that an Author's letters are included. 

Crown Copyright (Clause 18). Crown Copyright exists for the period of 
fifty years from the date of first publication, when the work has been pre- 
pared or published by or under the control of His Majesty's Government. 

Mechanical Instmments (Clause 19). It is impossible to set out this Clause, 
which is of great length, in a few explanatory sentences. It should be studied 
with care. The most important points are : 

1. The owner of the original Copyright has the power to grant a licence to 
reproduce. 

2. Copyright shall subsist in records, perforated rolls, etc., but only for the 
period of fifty years from the making of the original plate. 

3. The person or body corporate who was the owner of the original plate 
at the time such plate was made shall be deemed to be the Author 01 the 
work. 

4. When the original owner has once granted a licence anyone, subject to 
certain formalities as to notice and payment of royalties, shall be entitled to 
make records, perforated rolls, etc. 
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5. No alterations in or omissions from the original work except such as are 
reasonably necess^ for the adaptation of the work to the contrivance in 
question are permitt^. 

6. Particulars as to the royalties to be paid and how they are to be divided 
are set out with considerable detail. 

Copyright Before and After the Act (Clause 24). This Clause with two 
accompanying schedules sets out what substituted rights the owner of Copy- 
right More me Act may hold in Cop3rright since the Act is passed. As the 
time passes this Clause takes less and less effect but should ^ studied when 
any Author or other person is dealing with questions of Copjrright held before 
1911. 

Application to British Possessiozis (Clauses 25, 26, 27, 28). The self- 
governing Dominions have power to pass Copyright Acts of their own. This 
they have done. But the British Copyright runs through all the Dominions 
with sUght divergencies. Most of the Acts are based on the terms and clauses 
of the British Act of 1911. 


PART II 

International Copyright (Clauses 29 and 30). This subject is dealt with 
under the Convention of Berne revised at Rome on June 2, 1928. 

Most European countries are members of the International Convention. 
Note. Copyright within the United States is a different and difficult 
subject. 


PART III 

Supplemental Proviaioiii (Clauses 31, 32, 33, 34). These contain some 
minor points, of little importance to the general public. 

Clause 35, is, however, of importance and should be studied as it contains 
definitions of such important terms as :

and sections 2 and 3 : 

(2) For the purposes of this Act (other than those relating to infringements 
of copynght), a work shall not be deemed to be published or performed 
in pubhe. and a lecture shall not be deemed to be delivered in pubUc, 
if publi^tied* performed in public, or delivered in public, without the 
consent or acquiescence of the author, his executors administrators or 
assigns. 

(3) For the puiposes of this Act, a work shall be deemed to be first pub- 
lished within the parts of His Majesty's dominions to which this Act 
extends, notwithstanding that it has l^n published simultaneously in 
some o^er place, unless the publication in such parts of His Maje^y's 
dominions as aforesaid is colourable only and is not intended to satisfy 
the reasonable requirements of the public, and a work shall be deemed 
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to be published simultaneously in two places if the time between the 
publication in one such place and the publication in the other place 
does not exceed fourteen days, or such longer period as may, for the 
time being, be fixed by Order in Council. 

There are two Schedules to the Act, one of which has already been 
mentioned, the other setting out the Acts that have been repealed. 

UNIVERSITY OF LONDON DIPLOMA IN JOURNALISM 

A two-year diploma course in journalism has been established by the 
University of London. Three colleges of the University — University College, 
King's College, and Bedford College for women — are conjointly giving ^ect 
to the University scheme, and ap|mcation for admission to the course should 
be made to one of these Colleges. 

The course is open to Matriculated Students of the University of London 
of not less than 17 years of age and, in exceptional circumstances otdy, to 
non-matriculated students of not less than 18 years of age, subject to the regu- 
lations of each College regarding the admission of its students. Women are 
not admitted under the a^e of 18. 

In addition to regular instruction in special subjects, students will have the 
opportunity of attending lectures on matters of current pubhc interest by 
persons of recognised authority, and of obtaining some practical knowledge 
of journalism.

SERIAL RIGHTS 


By GEORGE HERBERT THRING 

It is not intended to write an essay on the definition of copyright, or to deal 
with that subject exhaustively, except so far as it refers to Great Britain, but 
merely to deal with the subject as it affects production in the magazines, 
periodicals, papers, and annuals, and any pubhcation the property in whose 
contents can be classed as serial rights ; and with the mercantile values, not 
the artistic values. 

In the first instance it is necessary to show how an author should guard 
himself, and the methods by which he should secure his contract, and then to 
show how he may avoid falling into the many pitfalls which are the result of 
indefinite contracts. 

It is a curious fact that the word serial or serial use does not occur in the 
Act. But the words have become of such common use in contracts that their 
sense or their limitations are universally understood. 

Perhaps a good definition of serial rights would be the right to publish in 
a newspaper, magazine, or similar periodical — an annual has been held to be 
a similar periodical. 

But the author must realise that in the sale of serial rights without limita- 
tion he sells (i) the first serial use — what editors generally r^uire, (2) the 
second serial use, often sold to provincial papers and to the colonies, and (3) the 
right to repeat the publication in serial form wherever and whenever an editor 
may desire. There is also (4) a simultaneous publication of the first serial use 
when it is necessary to acquire copyright for the work in the United States. 

He may therefore in his ignorance be selling many valuable markets when 
he sells ** serial rights.'* There are certain syndicates that make a habit of 
purchasing these rights without limitation and selling them all over the world. 

The simplest method of all is for the author, when he sends in his MS., to 
put forward his own terms of contract. If the MS. is published without 
further correspondence it is taken to be published on the terms set out. 

If the editor desires to vary the terms, then he must write the author a 
letter, in which case, if the MS. is finally published, it will be published on the 
contract set out in a series of letters. 

Acknowledgment . — The first thing that an author should look out for is to 
obtain an acknowledgment of the arrival of the MS. Without this he is with- 
out knowledge as to whether the MS. has been lost or whether it is receiving 
the editor's attention. 

The main points which an author should look for in his contract are : 

1. The licence he gives. 

2. The price he obtains. 

3. The date of payment. 

4. The date of publication. 

I. When the author omits the statement as to what licence he is offering, 
then if the editor prints the article without a letter of acceptance he will be 
taken legally to have purchased the first serial use. If the MS. is merely

accepted without any added conditions, the editor still will be taken to have 
purchased the first serial use. 

The editor, who ought by virtue of his position to have an accurate know- 
ledge of the business as well as the artistic side, is nearly always as unbusiness- 
like as the author. In consequence the author will have to be careful not to 
give away foolishly after publication what he never intended to give, and what 
the editor had no desire to ask — before publication. 

Many business firms send receipts with their cheques claiming for all serial 
rights ” or ' * the copyright. ' * It is an easy matter for the author to cash the cheque, 
alter the receipt to the exact terms of the contract, and return it. But that 
course is rendered impossible by certain super-business corporations, who have 
a printed endorsement at the back of their cheques which purports to convey, 
in many cases cop3night, and in many cases rights which the author never 
intended to convey. 

The author's difiiculty in these circumstances cannot be exaggerated, as 
the bank has instructions not to pay the cheque if the endorsement is altered. 
The author in most cases, either fearing to lose a valuable market if he disputes 
the treatment or needing the money, signs the cheque and gives away valuable 
property, which in all probability the corporation or proprietor will never use. 
Some of the best-known corporations indulge in this objectionable practice, 
so that an author cannot be too careful. He must not think that because a 
proprietor, or his magazine, has a big name before the public that it follows 
that he — the proprietor — will not make the best bargain he can at the expense 
of the author ; but this method of treatment is no bargain in the accepted sense of 
the word. 

If an editor, acting for the proprietor, desires to purchase the copyright, 
or world serial rights, or any other right or share, he must state this clearly 
before the article or story is published. 

2. Many authors are shy of stating the price they claim for their work in 
case the MS. should be thrown back upon their hands, and therefore — business- 
like on other points — neglect to insert the amount they require per thousand 
words. 

It may be conceded that with certain editors and certain proprietors it 
is unnecessary to mention a figure, as the figure usually paid is well known. 
But with other editors and other proprietors, to mention the price is essential 
if an author desires to avoid a dispute, especially in the case of a large corpora- 
tion which owns a number of papers. It sometimes happens that the editor 
of one paper may pass the material on to another editor, and the contribution 
will be published where it was never meant to appear and where the ruling 
prices are entirely different. 

An author must not think that he is bound to accept any pa>Tnent that 
is made, nor does the fact that the editor asserts that the rate is the usual rate 
of the paper determine the validity of the contract. The price must be a 
reasonable price. 

In cases of dispute, however, the author often fears, as in the case of cheque 
endorsement, to lose a market, or is in need of money, and accordingly the 
wicked flourish in their wickedness. It should be the duty of a business-like 
editor dealing with an unbusinesslike author to have a regular stereotyped 
form which should be posted to the author on acceptance, stating the right 
or rights he desires to purchase and the price that the proprietors pay per 
thousand words or per column or page for those rights. 

3. The date of payment is another vital point in the contract. All articles 
and stories should be paid for on acceptance, and there should be no exception 
to this rule save where an editor, for some special reason, wants to reconsider 
the copy, but then only on his notifying the author of his intention. 
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This, unfortunately, is not a universal custom, and in consequence, again 
disregarding the position of the worker, the editor does not as a general rule 
specify any sp^ial time for payment, and again in many cases the author does 
not care to insist upon his rights. 

The legal position, if the MS. is accepted, is that the author, in the absence 
of any special contract, is entitled to be paid on acceptance. If the editor 
states that he will pay on publication, then publication must be within a reason- 
able time. Pa3^ent cannot in that case be delayed indefinitely. 

If the MS. is published within a reasonable time, an author should re- 
member that papers and magazines have, for the sake of their financial depart- 
ments, definite days on which payments are made, and they should not there- 
fore trouble an editor or manager unnecessarily. An author, however, should 
not be satisfied if the delay be^mes longer than a month. 

No editor is entitled to use the work of an author without any pa3rment 
unless he states the fact to the author before publication and the author agrees. 
If the work is published without any such notification the author is entitled 
to be paid his usual rate of payment. 


4. Finally arises the date of publication. This perhaps is the most difficult 
point to demand of an editor, but still most essential while the United States 
Copyright Law stands as it does, when in order to secure United States copy- 
right, publication in the U.S.A. must be made within a certain time from the 
publication in England and subject to certain technicalities. 

To arrange this matter of the U.S.A. copyright is difficult for the British 
author. It is not merely with a view to obtaining the United States copjright 
that the date of publication is important. It is most important if the article is 
a topical article, and also if the publication may interfere with other contracts. 


Second Serial Rights , — When an author has dealt satisfactorily with the 
first serial use he must not think that his serial rights are necessarily exhausted. 
There are syndicates that buy second serial rights and give quite good sums 
for them. They get back the value by selling them to Dominion papers, or 
running them through provincial papers. But the author should be exceed- 
ingly careful in these cases to grant a licence and not to sell a right, and the 
licence should be limited in terms. It might even be necessary to exclude 
pubhcation in certain papers or periodicals. He must, however, be sure he is 
not conveying a wider right or hcence than he intend^ to convey. It is not 
always easy to sell the second serial use. and the remuneration is naturally not 
as high as ^lat paid for the first publication ; but the author may get additional 
readers and his work may become widely popular if pushed through these 
channels, so that he obtains a wider circulation for his work when published in 
book form. 

United States and Serial Rights (1924). — Before closing this article it will 
be as well to say a few words about ^e present American Act. Under that 
Act — without quoting the clauses in detail — a story or article published in 
England must be filed at Washington within sixty days of its publication, and 
there is a further period of four months granted from the date of filing in which 
to obtain United States copyright by publication in the United States from 
type set up there subject to the other technicalities of the United States Act, 
use most important of which is the affixing of the copyright notice required by 
the Act to tne article or story. 

As already pointed out, the date of publication from the point of view of 
the author desirma to acquire United States copyright is essential. For if 
the article is publiihed in t^ United States prior to its publication in England 
the British copyright is lost. It is safest, therefore, that the publications 
■hoold be sumutaneous. 
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An author, however, must not think he is out of the wood when he has 
arranged the suitable dates and has sold the United States' first serial use to 
an American editor. The editor or proi>rietor of the magazine, in the absence 
of a special contract, registers the magazine at Washington and takes out copy- 
right in the magazine and its contents as a whole. It is necessary, therefore, 
that for an author to obtain a retransfer of the copyright in his own individual 
article such reassignment should be signed by the proprietor of the magazine 
or a reasonable official of the coxporation which owns the magazine, and should 
be promptly recorded in the copyright office at Washington. 

The only criticism of this form is in regard to the words in brackets : "for 
the right of magazine publication." Authors are advised in the matter of the 
United States market, just as in the English market, to grant merely the first 
serial use to the proprietors of a magazine and should understand that, if their 
work is published without any specific contract, it is only the licence which they 
will have granted. 

One of the leading authorities on copjnight in America points out that since 
American c<^yright, unlike English, is indivisible, any grant of particular 
rights in it, limited in any way whatsoever, operates merely as a licence and not 
as a technical assignment. 

Therefore, it is of the utmost importance that an author should have his 
American copyright registered in his own name, otherwise he might be severely 
handicapped in dealing with portions of his property. 

If the copyright in an author's work has b^n registered in the name of a 
magazine proprietor, and if the author wishes to negotiate with a publisher for 
the production of the same work in book form, he w^ either have to make the 
magazine proprietor a party to the contract or procure from him a declaration 
that he (the magazine proprietor) is the registered holder of the copyright in 
the work in trust for the author. 

Another difficulty might arise in regard to cinema rights. The American 
cinema trade has a lawyer deputed to investigate titles. He might advise a 
cinema producer to refuse any work the cop)rright of which was not registered 
in the author's own name, or demand that the matter should be adjusted before 
he deals with the author direct. 

Manuscripts , — ^When the article is a topical article it is as well that the 
author should add a note to this effect in his covering letter, that if the article 
is not accepted by a certain date he intends to use it elsewhere, and will hold 
the editor responsible if the article is used after the date mentioned. If the 
article is not t^ical, no author should allow his MS. to rest with an editor over 
a fortnight without a formal acknowledgment, or over a month without a 
formal contract. 

In most of the points mentioned difficulties arise through the lack of con- 
sideration shown by editors and proprietors. 

In conclusion we should say that in the end it pays an author to

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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT

The Act of Foundation of the International Union is the Convention of Berne, 
signed on September 9, 1886, and brought into force December 5, 1887. This 
Act was amended at Paris on May 4, 1896, by an additional Act, then entirely 
recast at Berlin on November 13, 1908. The Act of Berlin, which came into 
force on September 9, 1910, is known as the *' Revised Convention of Berne.*' 

An additional Protocol was signed at Berne on March 20, 1914, in order to 
allow countries belonging to the Union to restrict in certain circumstances 
the protection accorded to authors of a country not belonging to the Union. 
Canada, so far, is the only country that has made use of this right in regard to 
authors citizens of the U.S.A. 

The Convention of Berne, revised at Berlin, has in its turn been subjected 
to revision at Rome on June 2, 1928. The Act of Rome came into force on 
August I, 1931, and has been signed by fourteen countries belonging to the 
Union. 

The whole aim of International Cop3rright is (i) to grant to the citizens in 
one of the countries of the Union Copyright in the other countries of the Union, 
without any technicalities such as registration, printing, etc., and (2) to obtain 
a uniform duration of Copyright for the life of the author and fifty years after- 
wards. In a short treatise it is impossible to put forward all the details of a 
complicated series of Conventions with their varied exceptions, but (i) has been 
obtained ; and (2) has been obtained in the majority of countries. 

There are two essential points for the author : 

1. What this International Copyright covers ; 

2. The list of countries bound to the Union. 

z. This covers without exception the work published in the language of the 
country of origin in all other countries, but translation rights 

(а) under the Convention of Berne endured in other countries for ten 

years only from the date of publication in the country of origin ; 

(б) under the Act of Paris for the full term of Copyright in other countries, 

provided that if no translation was published in the language of 
any of the other countries in which the author desired to obtain 
Copyright within ten years from the date of pubhcation in the 
country of origin, the right of translation fell into public domain ; 

{c) under the revis^ (inventions of Berne and Rome for the term of 
Copyright in other countries without limitation. 

2. The following countries have accepted the (Convention of Berne revised 
at Berlin November 13, 1908 :

The Act of Rome replaces the revised Berne Convention of 1908 in regard 
to relations between countries which have ratified or acceded to the Rome 
text. For the other countries the 1908 text is still applicable. 

Note. — As many countries were permitted to sign with Reservations these 
countries will be set out in a separate list, and when the Reservations refer to 
the retention of the right to republish articles in newspapers and reviews will 
be marked f ; when the Reservations refer to the retention of the right to 
publish translations will be marked *. 

As mentioned in this article, the above is not an exhaustive statement 
dealing with a very complicated legal international status, but will act as a 
rough guide to authors who desire to ascertain the extent, territorial and other- 
wise, to which their property is protected. 



LIBEL 

By WINIFRIDE B. KING 

Of the pitfalls that beset the path of the author* libel is perhaps the most 
dangerous* since statements written and published without any intention of 
defaming anyone* which appear to those responsible to be innocent of any 
defamatory meaning whatsoever* may nevertheless give rise to an action for 
libel, 

A libel may be defined as a statement in some permanent form* such as 
writing, drawing* or by means of films which on a reasonable interpretation 
would bring a person into hatred* ridicule, or contempt* or might adversely 
afiect his reputation so as to lower him in the estimation in which he was 
held ; in particular statements afiecting his moral character or touching his 
professional ability. 

The person alleging that he has been libelled need not be specifically named 
if he can prove that it was believed that the statement in question referred to 
him. Such a case may arise where a libellous statement is made concerning 
a class and where a description may apply to the plaintifi by innuendo. Lord 
Campbell in the case of Le Fanu v. Maicolmson said that in cases where the 
libel did not name the plaintiff the reasonable principle to apply was that if a 
class was described it might very well be that the reference was to a particular 
individual* because whether a man was called by one name or another* or 
whether he was described by a pretended class to which he was known to 
belong* if those who look on know well who is aimed at the very same injury 
was in^cted as if his name and Christian name were ten times repeated. In 
this case the reference was to some Irish factories and it was held that the 
words meant the plaintiff's factory. It has also been held that to announce 
the engagement of A and B. A being a married man* was defamatory of A's 
wife, because it might cause persons to believe that she was A's mistress and 
not his wife. 

On the other hand the use of a fictitious name may expose the writer 
to an action for damages should it happen to coincide with the name of an 
actual person. The leading case on this point is Jones v. Hulton. The 
defendants pleaded that the name used was an imaginary one and evidence 
was given to the effect that the author had coined it* having no knowledge of 
the existence of the plaintifi or of any other person bearing that name. 

The evidence given on behalf of the plaintiff showed that a number of 
persons who had read the article believed that it referred to the plaintiff* and 
the jury returned a verdict in his favour which was confirmed by the Court of 
Appeal and the House of Lords. The result of this decision is that the use of 
fictitious names in connection with subject matter which would be defamatory 
if written concerning an individual is extremely dangerous. The intention of 
the writer is immaterial* and the statement frequently inserted at the commence- 
ment of books and magazine stories to the effect that all the characters are 
imaginary* affords little if any protection if they are so depicted that identi- 
fication with an individual is possible.

fact is a good defence to a civil action for libel if it can be supported by the 
evidence, since there can be no libel where no reputation exists. Tl:^ is, 
however, a difficult and dangerous defence, since the truth of the innuendo as 
well as the truth of the facts must be proved, and failure to prove the truth 
of |the allegations may, because the facts are persisted in, be treated as an 
ag^avation of the original libel affecting the amount of damages. In criminal 
proceedings the truth of the libel is not of itself a good defence, it being 
necessary also to prove that the publication was in the public interest. 

Fair Comment. An easier line of defence is that the statement complained 
of was fair comment made bona fide upon a matter of public interest. Two 
essentials for the support of this defence are that the criticism was made 
without malice and that it was relevant to the facts upon which the statement 
was based. 

Matters of public interest include the Government, government depart- 
ments, the administration of justice, public bodies, the public conduct of 
persons holding public positions, as well as published litera^ and artistic 
works, dramatic and musical performances, and public art exhibitions. 

In order to be fair a criticism must be honest, and anything in the nature 
of invective or an attack upon the moral character of any person not arising 
out of the subject matter or not based upon fact would not be fair comment.'* 
In all cases where individuals may be concerned the criticism must not attack 
the moral character of the individual in such a way as to impute dishonesty, 
corruption, or immorality unless the truth of such allegations can be proved. 
Comments upon legal proceedings must not be made until the conclusion of 
the trial. 

Unlike the defence of justification a defence of fair comment will succeed 
if the imputation or innuendo be not true, if it is established that the facts 
stated are true, but this defence is not available to cover misstatements of fact 
however bona fide, since a comment cannot be fair which is built upon facts 
which are not truly stated. Thus the defence of fair comment would not be 
available in a case where there was an imputation that an author had written 
something of which he was not in fact the author. 

In this connection special interest attaches to the provisions of article 6 bis 
of the Rome Cop)rright Convention, 1928, which provides that “ Independently 
of the author's copyright and even after transfer of the said copyright the 
author shall have the right ... to object to any distortion, mutilation or 
other modification of the . . . work which would be prejudicial to his honour 
or reputation." This right has been recognised by ^e Courts ever since the 
decision in Archbold v. Sweet in 1832 where the plaintifi recovered damages in 
an action before the Lord Chief Justice Tenterden in respect of the publication 
of a new edition of his book which contained such errors as were calculated 
to injure his professional reputation. Later cases have followed on the same 
lines, damages having been recovered by an author of standing in respect of 
the publication under his name of a story of no literary merit, and by an 
authoress in respect of the publication of one of her novels in such an altered 
form as to be prejudicial to her literary reputation. 

Absolute Prii^ege. Certain statements enjoy an absolute privilege and 
cannot be the subject-matter of a libel action however defamatory they may 
be. This privilege arises in the case, inter alia, of reports of judicial proceed- 
ings which have taken place in public, pro\ided that the report is fair and 
accurate and is published contemporaneously in a newspaper, and of reports 
of proceedings in Parliament. 

Qualified Mvilege. Fair and accurate reports published in any newspaper 
of the proceedings of a public meeting or (except where reporters and the pubhe 
are excluded) of any " meetings of a vestry, town council, school board, TOard 
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of guardians, local authority ... or committee appointed by any of the 
above-mentioned bodies , . are privileged unless such report was published 
or made maliciously. 

Parties. A coiporation, including a limited company, may be made a 
defendant in a libel action and may sue as plaintiff in respect of statements 
affecting its propei^ or reflecting upon the way in which its business is 
carried on. No action will lie at the instance of a coiporation in respect of 
statements which are defamatory of its members or omcials. In such cases 
the individual must pursue his own remedy. 

Publiettion. An action for libel will not lie unless the defamatory state- 
ment has been published to some one other than the plaintiff, except in cases 
of criminal libel, where publication to the plaintiff is sufficient to warrant the 
institution of a criminal prosecution. Communication by the defendant to his 
or her wife or husband does not amount to publication, while communication 
to the husband or wife of the plaintiff only is sufhcient to give rise to an action. 
The handing of written defamatory matter ti> a clerk to be typed may be 
pubhcation, while dictation of matter not already reduced to writing may 
amount to the publication of a slander. Unintentional publication is also 
actionable, and the defendant cannot escape liability unless he can show that 
the publication was not due to his own carelessness. The sender of a libellous 
statement may also be liable for its publication if he has reason to believe 
that it may be opened and read by a clerk before reaching the hands of the 
addressee. 

All persons responsible for the publication of a libel may be sued. Thus a 
principal is liable for the publication of defamatory matter by his agent, 
although done against express instructions, if the agent was acting within the 
scope of his employment. The proprietor of a newspaper is therefore liable 
for any defamatory matter which may appear in his newspaper although pub- 
lished without his knowledge and contrary to his instructions, since the editor 
is his servant and the choice of material for publication and the consequent 
directions as to printing are matters within the scope of his employment. 

The writer of libellous matter who sends it to an editor thereby authorises 
the publication and may be made liable in damages. So too a person who gives 
defamatory^ information to a reporter knovnng that it is to be used as material 
for an article, and this is so notwithstanding that the reporter solicited the 
information. Alterations by the editor will not relie\'c the supplier of the 
information or the writer of the article from liability, so long as there is a 
substantial identity between the material supplied and the article in the form 
in which it eventually appears. 

In consequence a number of persons may be sued in respect of the same 
libel, including the proprietor of the publishing organ, the editor, the printer, 
and the author. Under the Law of Libel Amendment Act, 1888, such actions 
may be consolidated, and the damages if any may be assessed in one sum by 
the jury and apportioned between those defendants against whom a verdict 
has been returned. 



TRANSLATIONS 


It is difficult to advise the many amateur writers who desire to know how to 
obtain commissions to translate books. Free-lances rarely possess a know- 
ledge of out-of-the-way languages and rely for the most part on acquaintance 
with French and German. The proposition is the more difficult because 
most important publishing houses have what we may call ** opposite numbers/* 
and between them exists a constant interchange of knowledge and suggestion 
connected with forthcoming, or recently published, books. Long-established 
publishers have their tried and trusty translators, and into this circle an out- 
sider, with limited literaiy experience, will find it hard to penetrate. 

Earnings are overestimated by the inexperienced ; most translators are 
paid a sum down. Often an extremely small sum, and unless unusual arrange- 
ments are made he is entirely outside the royalty system, which belongs, of 
course, to the author. As a rule, however remarkable the success of a book, 
but little kudos attends its translator, who is lucky if he gets a chance mention 
in one or two reviews. 

Again, amateur writers seem to think that a knowledge of two languages 
equips them for the arduous work of translation. Much more than that is 
required. Whether the work to be translated is an historical book or a novel, 
the translator must have a working knowledge of the period covered, and 
infinite patience in the search for corresponding expressions and in the recasting 
of sentences. He has also the task of seeing the book through the press ; and 
in many cases those who feel themselves fitted to translate have no experience 
of conducting a book through its various phases, any more than they could, in 
the case of an historical or biographical work, prepare an index, and possibly 
write an introduction. 

A competent begmner who feels himself able to cope with all the work of 
a translation is advised to try and find a first-class book of a literary and 
provocative nature, which has not in the country of its origin received the 
notice it merits. The next move is to endeavour to interest a publisher in it, 
having first consulted the author of the book and obtained his interest and 
permission to translate. 


THE TRANSLATORS* GUILD 

This organisation has been formed to raise the general standard of transla- 
tions, and to form a point of contact between translators and publishers, 
editors, and theatrical managements. It often happens that a publisher must 
be satisfied with a makeshift rendering of a book, tl^ough lack of contact with 
an efficient linguist and writer of English. The Tran^ators* Guild hopes to 
overcome this difficulty by enrolling as Members only those who can satisfy 
their Advisory Committee of their Unguistic and literary ability. The com- 
mittee is representative of both Publishers and Translators. The Secretary 
of the Guild is Cyrus Brooks* i88 Piccadilly, W.x.

The Secretary and Assistant Secretary are barristers, and members are 
entitled to their legal as well as general advice in connection with the marketing 
of their work, their contracts, their choice of a publisher, etc., and also to 
have litigation in which their work may involve them in any part of the world 
conducted by the Society and at the Society’s expense provided the Com- 
mittee of Management is satisfied that the member's case is sound in law 
and ethics and that proceedings are justified.

C.B.E.. M.C.. the present Chairman of the Committee of Management. 

All authors, composers, and artists, whether their work has yet been pub- 
lished or performed or not, are eligible for membership. The annual subscrip- 
tion is £1 : los. payable on election and on the ist January of subsequent years.

REFERENCE LIBRARIES 


The British Museum Reading-Room. — ^The Reading-Room is open to all 
hona fide students for purposes of research and reference which cannot be carried 
on elsewhere. In recent years the attendance has increased so much that the 
limits of the Reading-Room have been severely taxed, sometimes as many 
as 500 readers being accommodated at one time. The Reading-Room is 
open from nine in the morning until six in the evening throughout the year, 
except for Sundays and the usual holidays and the first six week-days of May 
when it is closed for cleaning. Applications for admission must be made in 
writing to the Director, indicating the profession and place of abode of the 
applicant, and the particular puipose for which admission is required. The 
application must be accompanied by a letter of recommendation from a person 
of recognised position, who has personal knowledge of the applicant. A copy 
of the regulations concerning the use of the Reading-Room may be obtained 
from the Director. Similar regulations apply to the Periodical Department of 
the British Museum at Hendon, to which readers of the Reading-Room are 
also admitted. Here are stored all the newspapers, magazines, and periodicals 
of eve:^ description for which room cannot be found at Bloomsbury. (The 
Periodical Department is almost opposite the Colindale Station on the Edge- 
ware section of the Underground Railway.) 

Intending applicants might do well to consider the following extract from 
a recent issue of The Observer : The first impulse of anybody having some 
literary research to do is to apply to the British Museum, and few people have 
any conception of the number of other libraries in London.** There are in fact 
no fewer Uian 350 special libraries in London, in addition to the well-known 
libraries and the smaller public and municipal libraries. Almost all the 
Museums have large libraries, most of which are open to the general public 
on conditions similar to those at the British Museum. A complete list of these 
specialist libraries will be found in the Guide to the Libraries of London, pub- 
lished by the University of London, and the Libraries, Museums and Art 
Galleries Year-Book, published by A. J. Philip, '* Lodgewood,’* Gravesend. 
Kent. 

Particulars of libraries and other sources of specialised information in other 
parts of the country will also be found in the Libraries, Museums and Art 
Galleries Year-Book or in the ASLIB Directory, published by the Association 
of Special Libraries and Information Bureaux, 16 Russell Square, W.C.i. 

Another valuable source of information, which at present is overlooked 
or unknown by most writers, is the National Central Library, Malet Place, 
London, W.C.i. This Library supplies books which are either difficult to 
obtain, too rare or expensive, or too limited in appeal for most public libraries 
to provide. In addition to its own extensive collection the Library can borrow 
books from a number of specialist collections, so that altogether it can draw 
on nearly nine million volumes. The National Central Library works through 
the local public libraries, and applications for books must be made through 
them. The great advantage of the Library is that books may be retained for 
a considerable period and studied at leisure, and not as in other cases examined 
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for a few hours in a Reference Library. No charge is made, although usually 
postage must be paid. 

The London Library in St. James's Square, S.W.i, has been in existence 
since 1841, and since that time tnere have been few writers who have not, at 
one time or another, had recourse to the exceptional services it offers. The 
annual subscription to the Library, which contains some 450.000 volumes, 
is : 4s. Country members are allowed to have fifteen volumes at one time, 
and town members ten volumes. 


THE CENSORSHIP OF PLAYS 

At least seven days before the public performance of a new play a copy of the 
play must be submitted to the Lord Chamberlain giving the date of the pro- 
duction and the building (which must be licensed for the performance of stage- 
plays) where the first performance will take place. Plays can be submitted by 
the Licensee or the Manager of a theatre, or the author or producer, but licences 
will only be issued to Managers of theatres. It should be noted that licences 
are not granted to authors. 

A play cannot be licensed with an alternative title, and a change of title 
cannot be sanctioned unless a satisfactory reason is given. When any additions 
or alterations are made to an old stage-play, or any prop>osed alterations or 
additions to a play already licensed, the Lord Chamberlain’s permission must 
be obtained before such alterations are produced. If new matter is introduced 
into pantomimes or reviews to make it topical or up-to-date, they must be 
re-read and re- licensed by the Lord Chamberlain. 

The Scale of Reading Fees (which should be paid when the play is sub- 
mitted) are as follows : 

I Act with not more than four Scenes . . £110 

1 Act with more than four Scenes . . 220 

2 Acts with not more than four Scenes in all . 110 

2 Acts with more than four Scenes in all . 220 

3 or more Acts with any number of Scenes , 220 

Additional Scenes to Plays, Revues or Panto- 
mimes already licensed . . . i i o 

Copies of plays should be submitted to the Comptroller, The Lord Chamber- 
lain 's Office, St. James's Palace, S.W.i., and if desired accompanied by appli- 
cation forms which can be obtained from the Lord Chamberlain’s Office, 
together with a copy of the Regulations, Plays must be typewritten and in 
go^ condition, and should not be submitted unless all the particulars men- 
tioned above are available. Copies of Plays are not returned, but are retained 
by the Lord Chamberlain. 

One or two points should be particularly stressed. What constitutes a 
fyblic performance ? Section 16 of the Theatres Act of 1S43 defines it as 
every case in which any money or other reward shall be taken or charged 
directly or indirectly, or in which the purchase of an article is made a condition 
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for the admission of any person into the theatre to see any stage-play, and also 
in every case in which any stage-play shall be acted or presented in any house, 
room or place in which distilled or fermented excisable liquor shall be sold/* 
Another important point is that public performances must only take place in 
buildings licensed for that purpose, in the past many amateur dramatic 
societies, often quite unwittingly, have offended in these particulars ; they 
have neglected to obtain the Lord Chamberlain’s licence when presenting a 
new play, and they have given public performances of plays in places not 
licensed for them. An author allowing a society to perform a play of his for 
the first time should ensure that these conditions are fulfilled. 


THE MARKET FOR PLAYS 


The number of plays published increases each year ; not only plays which 
have had an average commercial success in the West End, but many which 
are only likely to appeal to amateur dramatic societies — a market not to be 
neglected, however, as there are estimated to be no less than 15,000 societies 
in the British Isles. 

In the professional theatre our master dramatists have been resting, and a 
good number of the most successful plays have been by comparatively unknown 
authors — The Wind and the Rain by Merton Hodge and The Dominant Sex by 
Michael Egan, to mention only two. It is not only to the West End manager, 
however, that the playwright may send his script. There are a dozen or so 
good provincial and suburban repertory theatres which produce a certain number 
of original plays, and there are the Sunday evening play-producing societies. 
The West End managers owe a debt as great as that of the playwright to these 
societies of enthusiastic professionals, who spend their Sunday evenings 
performing plays which they are convinced are worthy of production, with 
the ultimate hope that they will persuade a manager to share their conviction. 
The managers are not slow to repay their debt, and a good percentage of the 
plays are afterwards presented in the West End. Musical Chairs and Richard 
of Bordeaux are only two of a long line of plays by unknown authors, first per- 
formed on Sunday evenings, which have afterwards developed into the successes 
of the season. A short list of these societies is appended ; details of their 
activities and requirements will be found in The Stage, The Era, The Observer, 
and The Sunday Times. The repertory theatres have been doing a similar 
work, and with the same successful results, in the suburbs and provinces. 

The professional theatre, apart from very isolated cases, has no use for the 
One- Act Play, but in recent years there has been a remarkable revival in this 
medium. This is largely due to the Drama Festivals arranged by the British 
Drama League, and others. Details of the Festivals, and often of societies 
seeking new full-length plays, will be found in the League’s magazine Drama. 
The Amateur Theatre and Playwright's Journal will also be found to be useful 
for this purpose, and indeed for everything connected with the writing of plays.

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THE BRITISH FILM INSTITUTE

development of the cinematograph as a medium of entertainment and instruc- 
tion," and in its brief existence — it was founded in October 1933 — it has done 
much to justify the hopes of its founders. Although we are primarily concerned 
with its value to the writer, it is not irrelevant to mention that the proposal to 
form the Institute originated with the Commission on Educational and Cultural 
Films in its report The Film in National Life. This report is the most 
comprehensive survey of the him, in all its aspects, in this country, and it can 
be read with pleasure and profit by every writer interested in the films. It is 
published by G. Allen and Unwin at the modest price of one shilling. 

The scope of the Institute includes every type of film, films for entertain- 
ment as well as films with a cultural and educational value. Through its 
various publications, and particularly through its Information Bureau, the 
Institute should be of great value to writers for the film and film papers.

HOW TO SUBMIT A FILM STORY 

1. Send a synopsis only, and have it typed. The scenario editor is only 
human, and he doesn't enjoy reading full-length novels in illegible MS. 

2. The synopsis must be short — certainly not more than 2000 words, and 
it must be good. Many screen writers have won their reputation, not by 
writing good stories, but by making them seem convincing in synopsis. 

3. Follow the usual journalistic etiquette about stamped addressed 
envelope, name on first and last pages, etc. Send a covering letter if it gives 
you ai^ pleasure. Nobody will ever read it. 

4. Don’t ask for a personal interview. You won't get it until they have 
read your story. Then, if they like it, they will ask to see you. If they don't, 
wild horses won't make them. 

5. Most people inform the scenario editor that they are either a distin- 
guished journalist, a Major-General (retd.), an unemployed plasterer, a mother 
of six, or a B. A. (Cantab.). Refrain from this ; the scenario editor is a callous 
man and is impressed only by the merits of a good story. 

6. Finally, don’t assume that if your story is rejected, it has never been 
read. Producing firms do read stories — with the most pathetic conscientious- 
ness.

B.B.C. REQUIREMENTS 


Talks. — Talks fall into two categories — the short topical talk, three to ten 
minutes, and the fifteen- to thirty-minute talk which may be either a single 
talk or fit into a concerted scries. Both kinds demand expert knowledge 
from the speaker and at the same time an informal conversational method 
of presentation. Any suggestions for talks, or manuscripts, should be 
add^sed to the Director of Talks, Broadcasting House, London, W.i. 

Plays. — ** The over-emphasised, over-publicised special technique of pre- 
senting drama through the medium of the microphone has now become crystal- 
lised as far, at any rate, as its fundamentals are concerned. It now remains 
to concentrate attention rather on finding the plays. This problem is a very 
serious one. '* This is an extract from a recent edition of the B.B.C. Year Book, 
a valuable source of information for the writer. The problem still remains. 
The limitations of the technique in writing plays for broadcasting is best 
learned by listening-in. and by constant reference to Val Gielgud’s How to 
Write Broadcast Plays, and the most popular types of play can best be gauged 
from the programmes in the Radio Times. There is room both for drama and 
melodrama, fantasy and comedy, and ** thrillers." Plays should be submitted 
to the Director of Drama, the British Broadcasting Corporation, Broadcasting 
House, Portland Place, W.i., or to any of the provinci^ studios broadcasting 
plays. 

Variety. — A music-hall artist can use the same material for years (and 
often does), but on the radio material must never be stale and can rarely 
be used more than once or twice. The large number of artists appearing in the 
variety programmes are constantly requiring new material, and there are 
almost unlimited opportunities for the new writer. Matter should be submitted 
to the Variety Director at Broadcasting House, London, W. i . Alternatively, 
writers might send matter direct to artists ; their addresses will be found in 
the Telephone Book or Who's Who in the Theatre. 

Children's Hour. — Here again there are numerous opportunities for fresh 
material — tales, talks, plays, and dialogue stories. Stories for younger chil- 
dren should be approximately 800-1000 words, and for older children 1200- 
1500 words. Radio Plays and Dialogue Stories should be timed, including 
musical interludes, to last approximately 35-40 minutes. General matter 
should be sent to the Children's Hour Organiser, Broadcasting House. London, 
W.I, while any of the regional stations are prepared to receive xnanuscripts of 
local interest or characterisation. 

All manuscripts should be typewritten.

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THE MARKET FOR POETRY 

By ASHLEY SAMPSON 


It is generally assumed that the market for poetry yields no profits ; and, so 
far as the publishing world is concerned, this is largely true. By this I mean 
that publishers fight shy of volumes of poetry — in however small a bulk ; 
and that, for a publisher to bring out a first book of poems without any subsidy 
from the author, is a comparatively rare event. Even this, however, is by no 
means unknown ; and there are publishers in London — Messrs. Cape, Faber 
& Faber, The Hogarth Press, Chatto & Windus, and Heinemann being notable 
examples — who will always give a new poet fair and full consideration. Even 
these, however, are difficult to please in this respect, but there are periodicals 
who open their pages—or, at least, corners in them — to the unknown poet; 
and, in spite of much rumour to the contrary, generally pay well for what they 
publish. 

Now it is quite impossible to exaggerate the importance of this branch of 
journalism for those who hope to make their reputation as poets. Not only may 
they — (and others who may turn their minds to poetry more occasionally) — 
make for themselves a steady, if rather small, income ; but it is a way of 
getting their names known to the public before they approach some publisher 
with a book of poems — an advantage to the publisher as well as to themselves ; 
and they will have the legitimate pleasure and encouragement of seeing their 
names in print. Keeping in mind, however, the aspiring poet's ambition to 
produce a book and his almost certain lack of the necessary resources to 
subsidise one, we will first consider the journals who publish serious poetry. 
For these >\"ill give the poet a certain prestige — in the eyes of both public and 
publisher. 

Providing the poet^ submitted to the editors of these journals attains a 
high literary’ and artistic standard, and that it is reasonably short — the shorter 
the better ; but not, as a rule, more than fifty lines in length — there are several 
periodicals that may be approached indiscriminately. The Spectator, The 
London Mercury, T}U English Review, Time and Tide, The Cornhill Magazine, 
The New Statesman, The Manchester Guardian, The Adelphi, The Empire 
Review, The New English Weekly, Country Life, and The Fortnightly Review 
are all open to poetry of this kind ; and most of them pay well for it. 
Shorter poems, of about a twenty -line limit, may be submitted to The 
Observer, John o' London’s Weekly, and The Sunday Times ; and are a feature 
of these papers. New Verse and The Criterion are open to poems — both short 
and longer— of a “ modernist ” and experimental kind ; but those who are 
unfamiliar with new movements in literature would do wisely to avoid them. 
Appearance in any of these periodicals may attract attention to a new poet ; 
and Mr. Thomas Moult, who edits the book of the best poems of every year, 
compiles his book largely from their contents. 

The list of journals which I have given practicaHy exhausts those which 
devote themselves to serious poetry on such subjects as art, nature, love, 
didactics, metaphysics, and so forth ; but there are others which specialise in 
one kind only. Humorous poetry of a high order — providing it is short — 
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appears in Punch, and other journals and magazines — including The Windsor 
Magazine, Chamberses, The Queen, The Listener, The Sunday Express, The 
Sunday Dispatch and The Quiver— c^oiisideT light and serious verse which 
need have no reference to topics of the day. Moreover, these are but a few 
out of a host of daily, weekly, and monthly periodicals, who publish verse 
and often pay for it — a worthy band whose wants are advertised in The 
Writers' and Artists* Year Booh. The specialist in poetry, however, particu- 
larly if he has an eye to book publication in the future, will keep to the more 
literary periodicals which I have enumerated ; and will not refuse publication 
in these merely because occasionally he gets no money for it. 

It would be impossible to close an article on the market for poetry without 
a word about the American magazines— -chiefly because some of these pay very 
highly indeed for verse. Here again there are editors who specialise and a host 
of others who are in the market for light or serious verse of a not very ambitious 
kind ; but the poet of quality will find a ready welcome for his output in that 
select comer of American periodicals that would give him over there the same 
publicity and prestige that the literary periodicals would give him here. 
The Atlantic Monthly, Harper's, The American Mercury, The New Republic, 
Poetry, The Nation, Scribner's, The Forum are the best of these ; and others 
who pay highly for poetry are The Saturday Evening Post, The Golden 
Book, The Pictorial Review, and The New Yorker. The Atlantic Monthly 
and The Saturday Evening Post, The New Yorker and Scribner's prefer 
shorter poems ; but those not exceeding fifty lines may be submitted to the 
others — Poetry, in fact, being a periodical which publishes poetry up to almost 
any length. In studying American periodicals poets should realise that poems 
may be submitted to these instantaneously with their submission to the 
British press. 

Finally, the publisher has got to be approached, and it is as well to close 
with a little advice on this point. So let it be at once admitted that the 
chances of a new poet breaking in here without any previous publication are 
small indeed. There are a few publishers — Messrs. Dent and the Hogarth 
Press are notable examples — who publish poetry in books of a series ; but even 
these are naturally shy of introducing a quite new poet to the world. All 
poets, therefore, would be well advised to seek admission to periodical publi- 
cation first — both in England and America ; and then, armed with these early 
triumphs, to approach some publisher with a book. The publisher will prob- 
ably either accept it or reject it outright ; but if, after careful and expert 
advice — a subsidy is considered advisable — (providing he can afford it) — the 
author may do well to suggest one. No publisher of repute is likely to swindle 
him over it ; but he would be generally better advised to spend another year or 
two among the periodicals. A second book — in w^hich he may include the 
cream of the first — may bring success instead of disappointment. 



LITERARY PRIZES 


Tbis list does not include the competitive prizes offered from time to time by 
publishers and periodicals who specialise in this method of literary reward. 
Farticulars of such prizes are advertised in the daily papers, and being of an 
ephemeral nature are impossible to classify in a Year Book. After carefuUy 
scrutinising details of the numerous prizes connected with the Universities the 
conclusion is reached that with one or two exceptions — and these exceptions 
are competitive prizes of small value — ^they possess no interest for the outside 
writer. As is likely, the University Literary Prizes are reserved for the en- 
couragement of University students. 

A better way of perpetuating the memory of anyone dear to us than by 
founding a named literary prize has yet to be devis^, and it is curious that 
few such prizes exist. Eveiy year as the Award is made the name it represents 
is recalled. In America there are scores of such memorials ; in each is definite 
encouragement for young writers. It is not essential that Uterary prizes should 
be endowed in perpetuity ; the main requirement is more of them. 

At the head of all the literary prizes of our Empire ought to stand the 
James Tait Black Memorial Prizes, a position denied by reason of the governing 
constitution which renders the Black IMzes valueless from a literary standpoint. 

The James Tait Black Memorial Prizes were inaugurated by the late Mrs. 
Black in memory of her husband, a partner in the publishing house of A. and C. 
Black, Ltd. A sum now totalling £12,430 was set aside to be used for provid- 
ing two prizes of whatever income the fund should produce after paying 
expenses, including a fee to the judge, for (First) the best biography or literary 
work of that nature of each year, and (Second) the best novel of each year, the 
choice to be made by the Professor of Literature of Edinburgh University, or 
failing him, the Professor of Literature in the University of Glasgow. The 
terms of the Bequest, which was drawn up without consulting literary opinion, 
place the award in the hands of one man. No one man could hear of, much 
less read, all the good biographies of the year, together with all the good novels, 
in order to choose from among them &e best. A committee of competent 
people is a necessi^ if a literary prize is to count for anything. As ^1 be 
understood, the prizes are not competitive. The awards are generally made 
in the year following publication of the books selected. 

The Rose Mary Crawshay Prize is of the value of £ 100 , It was originally 
founded, in 1888, by the late Rose Mary Crawshay, for yearly prizes on Byron, 
Shelley, and Keats. In 1915 the Scheme passed into the administration of 
a body of Trustees consisting of the President and Secretary of the British 
Academy, and others. The Prize may be awarded annually to a woman of 
any nationahty who, in the judgment of the Council of the British Academy, 
has written or pubhshed within three calendar years next preceding the date 
of the Award an historical or critical work of sufficient value on any subject 
connected with English Literature, preference being given to a work regarding 
one of the poets Byron, Shelley, or Keats. If in the year two works of excep- 
tional merit are deemed worthy of a Prize, a second Prize not exceeding £65 
may be awarded. Communications may be addressed to the Secretary of the 
British Academy, Burhn^on Gardens, £x>ndon, W.i. 

The Cromer Greek Prize was founded by the late Lord Cromer with the 
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view of encouraging the study of Greek. The Prize, which is competitive, is 
administered by the British Academy, and awarded for the best Essay on any 
subject connected with the language, history, art, literature, or philosophy 
of Ancient Greece. The Prize, which is ordinarily a sum of u awarded 
annually in March. Competition is open to all British subjects who will be 
under twenty-six years of age on December 31 preceding the award. Copies 
of the rules governing the Cromer Prize may be obtained from the Secretary 
of the British Academy, Burlington Gardens, W.i. 

The Femina Vie Heureuse Prize is a literary entente instituted under the 
auspices of the Femina newspaper. Tlie annual prize is of the value of 
and is offered for what, in the opinion of the Committee, is the best work of 
imagination produced within a given time by one of the younger British 
authors or by one who is considered not to have received adequate recognition. 
There are confidential meetinjp during the year at which books are placed 
upon the voting list. At the final meeting, by a careful S3r8tem of voting, the 
Committee makes a choice of three works to sent to the French Committee 
for final adjudication. The same process applies to the reciprocal prize to 
France provided by Messrs Heinemann, and known as The Heinemann 
Prize, when three French works are submitted to our English Committee for 
selection. The Hon. Secretary is Mrs. Winifred Stephens Whale, The Porch 
House, Blockley, Gloucestershire. 

The Hawthomden Prize, for which books do not have to be specially sub- 
mitted, is awarded annually to the author of what, in the opinion of the Com- 
mittee, is the best bit of imamnative work in prose or verse published during 
the preceding twelve months by a British author under forty-one years of age. 
The Prize is ;fioo. It was founded by Miss Alice Warrender in 1919. 

The Blackwell Prize of approximately £"^0 is administered by the University 
of Aberdeen. This Prize is open to unrestricted competition. It is awarded in 
alternate years, and a different subject is selected each time. The next award 
will be made in 1937, the subject of the Essay being The Influence of Aris- 
totle's Biology from the beginning of the Fifteenth Century to the birth of 
Cuvier.*' Essays, which must bear a motto only and be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope bearing the same motto and containing the writer’s full name 
and address, must be lodged with the Secretary to the University not later 
than January i, 1937. 

£70 is given annually under the will of the late Captain Bertrand Stewart, 
a London solicitor, who was killed in the Battle of the Marne in September 1914. 
for the best essay on some military problem, the study or discussion of which 
would tend to increase the efficiency of the British Army as a fighting force. 

The competition is open to those who have served or are serving as officers 
or in other ranks or ratings of the fighting Services, including the Navy and 
Royal Marines, the Regular Army, Special Reserve, Territorial Army and 
Militia, the Royal Air Force, the Naval, Military, and Air Forces of India, the 
Dominions, and the Colonies. 

Full particulars are published in the Army Quarterly. 

The Journalism Committee of the University of London awarded in 1935 
two Exhibitions, each of the value of £7$ per annum and tenable for two years. 
The Exhibitions were awarded as the result of an examination specially 
arranged by the University. Particulars of Exhibitions, if any, to be offered 
in 1936, wUl be announced in the Press early in the year. 

The Felicia Hemans Prize consists of a bronze medal together with a sum 
of money (about £2). It is awarded annually for a lyrical poem, the subject 
of which may be chosen by the competitor. Open to past and present members 
of University College or of the University of Liverpool. The prize shall 
not be awarded more than once to the same competitor. Poems endorsed 
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*' Hemans Prize,*' must be sent in to the Registrar of Liverpool University on or 
before May x . Competitors may submit either published or unpublished verse, 
but no competitor may submit more than one poem. 

The Rogers Prize, awarded by the University of London, may be said to 
be competitive in that it is open to all persons whose names appear on the 
Medical Register of the United Kingdom. The Prize consists of a sum of £ioo, 
and is awarded from time to time when the interest on the trust fund shall have 
accumulated to allow of the award ; it is given for an Essay or Dissertation on 
some Medical or Surreal subject, which shall be named by the University. 
The subject for 1936 is ** The Natural History of Peptic Ulcers." For further 
information, including the date in April by which essays must be received, 
application should be made to the Academic Registrar, University of London, 
South Kensington, S.W.7. 

Candidates for the Alexander Prize of a silver medal designed by A. Wyon 
may choose their own subject for an Essay, but they must submit their choice 
for approval to the Literary Director, Royal Historical Society, 22 Russell 
Square, W.C.i. 

The Nobel Prize in Literature is one of the Foundations created by the will 
of the late Alfred Nobel, the Swedish scientist who invented dynamite. The 
awarding authority is the Swedish Academy, and particulars concerning con- 
ditions, etc., can be obtained from Nobelstiftelsens Stjrrelse Sturegatan, 
14 Stockholm. It was bestowed upon Rudyard Kipling in 1907, upon W. B. 
Yeats in 1923, and upon George Bernard Shaw in 1925. The Nobel Prizes are 
understood to be worth about ;£8ooo each. They number five : (a) Physics, 
(b) Chemistry, (c) Medicine or Physiology, (d) Literature, and (e) the Preserva- 
tion of Peace. 

The Book Guild Gold Medal is an annual award instituted last year by 
one of the leading Book-of-the-Month Clubs. The medal is endowed by a 
member of this organisation and carries no cash prize ; its purpose is to bestow 
recognition on a published book which the Book Guild considers as worthy 
of its Selection as the Book of the Year. Every published book (with the 
exclusion of text-books, technical, or specialised trade works) of every year 
will be considered, and the Guild Committee will be guided by literary and 
entertainment qualities only. The award of the first Medal for 1935 was made 
to Dew on the Grass by Eiluned Lewis. 

The S. H. Prior Memorial Prize consists of a sum of £100 to be awarded 
annually for the best work submitted. Entries, which close on 6th June of 
each year, will be limited to the unpublished work of Australian authors. 
(Australian for this purpose means bom or naturalised in Australasia, New 
Zealand, or the British South Pacific islands or a bona fide resident of any of 
these places for the two years preceding the closing date.) Every work must 
be submitted under a nom de plume, and the name and address of the author 
with the nom de plume must accompany the MS. in a sealed envelope. The 
author’s name must not appear on the MS. Entries which do not comply 
with this rule will not be eligible for the prize. Stamps for return must 
accompany all MSS., which should be typewritten. The closing date of the 
second competition will be 6th June, 1936. Any prose work that could be 
published as a book will be eligible for entry. No restriction whatever is placed 
on the kind of prose work that may be submitted : fiction, biography, travel, 
history, drama, and any other kind of prose work will be eligible, including 
short stories, essays or one-act plays of sufiicient number to make a book. (A 
play of three or more acts would be considered as sufficient for the purposes of 
the competition.) All MSS. queries and communications to be addressed to 
the Trustees, S. H. Prior Memorial Prize, Bulletin Office, 252 George Street, 
Sydney, N.S.W. 
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Candidates for the David Berry Prize of a Gold Medal and may select any 
subject dealing with Scottish History within the reigns of James I to James Vl 
inclusive, provided such subject has been previously submitted to and approved 
by the Council of the Royal Historical Society, 22 Russell Square, W.C.i. 

The annual literary prizes of America are not as a rule open to Britishers. 

LITERARY COMPETITIONS 

Thb literary competitions which have become a regular feature in severa 
weeklies are a valuable form of recreation for the amateur writer. The 
following list, for which the Editor of the Writers* and Artists* Year Book 
will be glad to receive additions, includes only those publications which feature 
regularly a literary competition as distinct from crossword puzzles, acrostics, 
and the like. The details are of the competitions as conducted at ^e time of 
going to press, and may of course be subject to modification from time to 
time. In no case is there any entrance fee. 

The Father Mathew Record (2d. monthly). Short-Story Contest : The editor 
offers three prizes — a first prize of three guineas, a second prize of two 
guineas, and a third prize of one guinea — for three best short-stories 
received every quarter. New Poetry Competition : a prize of one 
guinea is offered for the best original (and hitherto unpublished) short 
poem received each month. Contestants should study the magazine 
and the rules governing the competitions. 

John 0* London* s Weekly (2d. weekly). Every week four problems are set for 
readers in the British Isles, and once a month one is published specially 
for overseas readers. These competitions are mainly literary in character, 
but occasionally they include anam-ams, limericks, and so on. For 
solutions of the more difficult problems a prize of a guinea is offered, 
and for the rest the prize is half a guinea. 

The New Statesman and Nation — The Week-end Review (6d. weekly). Two 
literary competitions are set each week. Prizes ranging from two 
guineas to half a guinea are awarded. These competitions are set and 
judged by persons of recognised literary attainment, which gives an added 
interest and value to the reports, and makes for a high standard of entry. 
The Observer (2d. weekly, Sunday). The competition in the week-end pages 
of the Observer is not invariably of a strictly literary character, but it 
frequently requires the composition of verse or epigram, a knowledge of 
literature, the application of appropriate quotations, verbal ingenuity, 
and so on. There is one competition and one prize of three guineas. 
The Spectator (6d. weekly). Crossword puzzle each week, for which there is 
a prize of one guinea. 

Time and Tide (6d. weekly). The subjects of the weekly competitions include 
original verse and prose composition and short story writing. There is 
a first prize of two guineas, and a second prize of any book to a value 
not exceeding half a guinea. In place of the usual competition for 
adults, a children's competition is published every six weeks ; this is 
divided into classes for those under 16 and under 12, and a number 
of money and book prizes are offered. 

T he Sunday Referee (2d . weekly) . Each week two literary competitions are set on 
the Leisure Hour Page ; one requiring a translation into English verse of 
a Latin poem or of a poem in some modem language, the other an original 
composition in prose or verse on a set subject. In each section three 
prizes of 10s. 6d. each are offered and three consolation prizes, not of 
money.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR THE ARTIST IN THE 
ORGANISED STUDIO GROUP 

By LEONARD SHARPE (Carlton Studio, Ltd.) 

With the continuous development of advertising in every branch of trade the 
provision of drawings for posters, newspaper advertisements, booklets and 
other publicity methods has become a business needing considerable organisa- 
tion and a wide knowledge of subjects other than the technique of drawing. 
The policy of an advertising campaign is usually decided either by the manu- 
facturer's agent or. in the case of very large firms, by the skilled specialists 
retained in the advertising department. 'S^en. as in nearly every instance, 
illustration or some form of artistic presentation is required the commission is 
tendered either to a free-lance artist working alone or to an independent studio 
in which a ^oup of artists offer their services to whoever requires them. It 
will be readily understood that the unattached artist is likely to be engaged 
only when his name and reputation are familiar to the advertiser and when it 
is fairly obvious that he is the best available man for the job. A large volume 
of commercial work goes naturally to the studio group and there are very sound 
reasons for this. 

Let us first consider the time factor. The buyer of commercial drawings 
is a busy executive handling urgent work and he simply cannot waste precious 
hours in searching for an artist suited to the job in hand. He avoids this by 
'phoning his instructions to a well-established studio and is certain that the 
group will contain the sort of talent he needs. He is certain too that the job 
will go forward speedily and will be delivered to his office on time. Here the 
group artist has a formidable advantage over his free-lance colleague inasmuch 
as he is expected to do nothing but draw. All the hampering detail work of 
model hunting, assembling properties, verifying historical, scientific, and other 
technical points, all is lifted from his shoulders by the studio organisation 
which is planned and developed for this purpose. Such an organisation has 
models permanently employed upon its staff. It possesses a model super- 
visor whose job it is to discover and record charactered and out-of-the-ordinary 
models for special engagement when circumstances require. There is a 
carpenter’s shop in the building, an experienced properties man, a well- 
stocked wardrobe, a photographic studio and a reference library, collected 
and classified with the definite object of aiding pictorial problems. These 
various departments perform necessary functions which the unattached artist 
must somehow manage for himself before he can get down to his proper busi- 
ness of making a competent drawing. It is obvious therefore that he is less 
able to produce satisfactory results under pressure than the man with a group 
organisation in suppK>rt. 

Further, in dealing with the group, the advertiser is assured of technical 
efficiency in all respects. The studio personnel includes men who know 
advertising and men who know reproduction processes. Consequently, 
instructions are intelligently received and it can be taken for granted ^at the 
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finished job will faithfully observe every point essential to clear and economical 
reproduction. 

The problem of co-relating the work of several artists is simplified by the 
group system. Still life and figure men, designers and letterers, ia.shion amsts 
and air brush experts, all can be ideally selected and brought into sympathetic 
co-operation at the shortest notice. Finally the organisation wins favour 
from the type of client who needs preliminary aid in selectinR the most effective 
angle for his advertising effort ; these problems lose their formidability when 
tackled in force by a versatile group of advertising artists. 

And now let us examine the opportunities of the young artist who has 
decided, very sensibly, that his b^t approach to a remunerative career in 
commercial art is through the practical experience to be obtained in a studio 
group. No one lacking first-class commercial experience should expect to 
enter a studio of standing other than as an apprentice. However distinguished 
the artistic abilities of an applicant he must undergo a period of experimental 
work under practical conditions before the studio management can entrust 
responsible commissions or decide upon the work most appropriate to his 
characteristic trend in subject and treatment. 

The studio receives many hundreds of applications from beginners in the 
course of a year, but it must never be supposed that the tentative portfolio 
of specimens is returned without very careful attention. A certain infiux of 
new talent is desirable for the health of the ^oup, and the management will 
not miss a possibility of bagging ** a promising recruit. 

Specimen drawings submitted to the critic^ eye of a studio executive 
should aim at showing sound craftsmanship applied to a typical commercial 
subject. The ultra-arty and fanciful is best avoided and close imitations of 
the work of prominent commercial artists are not likely to convey a helpful 
idea of the applicant's individual prowess. Far better to begin by attentively 
studying commercial art as it appears in the press and on the hoarding and 
estimating the points that definitely stress the advertiser's message. Think 
of the picture not as a picture but as an advertisement and try to see it through 
the eyes of a potential customer. The latter, of course, varies with the nature, 
quality, and price of the goods offered. In appealing to the housewife, the 
motorist, the smoker, the traveller, the business man and numberless others, 
a distinct attitude and atmosphere are necessary. Make sure that your 
specimen sketch, if it is supposed to sell suet, for example, is likely to impress 
the mentality of the woman who buys it, rather than that of the man who may 
eventually eat it but is scarcely interested in the purchase of such commodities. 
Consider, too, the problems of reproduction and remember that this is a matter 
of primary importance to the advertiser who wishes to reproduce as inexpens- 
ively as possible. The subtle craft of making drawings that will reproduce 
well under a chosen process is only to be mastered after a long period of 
practical experience with expert guidance, but much may be gleaned from 
observation, and evidence that the aspirant realises the importance of this 
factor will act in his favour when the art director is looking through his 
specimens. Don't present too many specimens : a small representative 
collection makes the task of appraisal easier. One or two really promising 
efforts may lead to employment whereas a hundred " misses " leave the 
applicant precisely where he was— -on the wrong side of the studio door. 

It remains to give a comprehensive survey of working conditions in the 
commercial studio. Although such an organisation is housed in the business 
quarter and works the regular hours of commerce it must not be imagined 
that a repressive routine atmosphere is allowed to dull the vitality of the 
creative spirit I Despite its close contact with the commercial world it 
remains essentially a studio and not an office. Discussion and collaboration 
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axe frequent, and experiment with new treatments is heartily encouraged in 
the best studios. The newcomer is usually placed in the studio of a senior 
artist whose influence it is felt will assist ms development toward a saleable 
commercial standard. For some months he will be invited to attempt ** prac- 
tice drawings along lines suggested by the art director. By this means his 
various strong points and weaknesses are revealed and in due course, if 
successful progress is recorded, he will get chances to assist on minor com- 
missioned work or perhaps, if he displays particularly high and original 
quality, he may be instructed to make speculative sketches for submission 
to clients whom the management believes may be favourably disposed to his 
style. 

All through this period he will be acquiring that sound, practical knowledge 
of reproduction processes and advertising values that entitles an artist to 
assume with justice the potent adjective " commercial.** His natural sense 
of the aesthetic will be shrewdly tempered to the exacting needs of commercial 
application. He will learn how to work not only by inspiration but to a time 
and to a price, and he will move toward the branch of commercial art in which 
he can expect to find the most profitable outlet for his talent. 

Success in commercial art is ultimately a matter of specialisation, althoueh 
one hesitates to proclaim a dogma that may seem to depreciate the value of a 
certain versatility. In the earlier stages of his career, while he is still struggling 
in the lower and keenly competitive grades of the profession, the young artist 
can best hold his own by a willingness and a capacity to handle any kind of 
smaller job that is passed to him. This increases his direct commercial value 
in the group and reacts upon the salary he can fairly demand. The most 
advisable course for specialisation can only be determined by the personal 
abilities of the artist concerned. Some branches are normally more re- 
munerative than others but it is obvious that a man will do better in a 
restricted field where he works easily, happily, and well, than he will as a second- 
or thdrd-rater against the competition of a host of ** stars ** in one of the very 
popular branches. 

Commercial art may be roughly divided into the branches of General 
Figure, Still Life, Design and Lettering. The General Figure man gets the 
loudest applause, most of the limelight, and a goodly share of the financial 
reward but it should be added that a larger proportion of commercial artists 
make smaller, sometimes steadier incomes in the less spectacular branches of 
Still Life and Lettering. The designer, in these days, has extended scope in 
the young science of " packa^ng,** while ** layout,*' or the arrangement of an 
advertisement, also exploits his dexterity in the manipulation of masses, tones, 
and proportions. 

A^atever branch the young artist feels himself fitted to enter the best kind 
of training awaits him in the modem organised studio where by contact with 
experienced brothers in the craft and with practical advertising men he builds 
the faculty for intelligent co-operation which is essential to efficiency and 
advancement. 



THE MARKET FOR THE FREE-LANCE 
PRESS PHOTOGRAPHER 

By RUFUS H. MALLINSON 
(Author of Free-lance Journalism with a Camera.) 

The market for photographs in what we generally call the Press is enormous : 
and it is a growing market. So great is the demand that Editors are frequently 
comp^ed to accept unsatisfactory photographs because of lack of better 
material at the time, and it is one of the wonders of modern journalism that 
photographic illustrations in daily, weekly, and monthly papers and periodicals 
appear so unfailingly and promptly, and are of such an excellent standard. 

The technique of submitting a photograph to the press is simple. The 
picture must be printed on glossy bromide or gaslight paper, and must have 
the necessary title or information written on the back. The sender’s name 
and address should be added, and a short note offering the contribution at the 
usual fee should be enclosed with it. Cardboard support should be included 
to protect the contents in the post, and a stamped addressed envelope ought 
also to be sent if the contents are required again. Long letters to the Editor 
should never be sent, and necessary information or explanations should be 
typed on a separate sheet. The Editors of monthly or weekly periodicals are 
generally more amenable to reading personal notes, but the daily and evening 
newspaper Editor has no time to waste. 

All contributions sent out should at once be recorded in the Record Book 
in detail, so that the Free-lance shall have his eye upon everything he dispatches 
and receives. 

What opportunity is there for the average Free-lance ? It can be stated 
that practic^y all the Newsy side of Press- work is in the professional Press- 
man’s very capable hands ; and it is better so. The Free-lance does not need 
to compete with the professional Press-man, even should he wish to do so. 
Suffice it to say that the methods by which red-hot Newsy photographs are 
obtained and processed by the professional men are astoundingly efficient, 
and unless the Free-lance is well equipped indeed, and can command not only 
last cars and exclusive telephone hues but aeroplanes and telephonic trans- 
mission as well, he is advised not to try to compete with his experienced rivals 
in Fleet Street. After all, Newsy Press- work is racking work, unpleasant if 
exciting, and not much suited to the average Free-lance who has other fields 
at his disposal which the professional men have neither the time nor the 
knowledge to explore. 

Photographs taken for the Press seem to be divided into about six distinct 
categories. Newsy pictures deal with the news of the moment. Then there 
are Topical pictures, newsy at certain periods, recurring annually or at uneven 
intervals. Such are Election pictures, the Census, hop-picking, and harvesting. 
These subjects can be prepared beforehand and su omitted in good time for 
their particular topicality, and it therefore pays the Free-lance to keep a large 
and growing stock of negatives, carefully indexed, instantly available at all 
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times. A study of papers of all kinds will always show a large proportion of 
these topical pictures as distinct from strictly newsy ones, and they are all 
easily possible to the Free-lance. 

Another section is that for Decorative pictures, and it is this pleasant 
section, happily enough, which is growing so rapidly in its demands from 
Editors. Lanascapes, seascapes, charming studies in town and county, 
indoor studies, and work generally on the lines of that done by the aspiring 
amateur photographer at his local photographic society, comprise this section, 
and even daily and Sunday newspapers are making these decorative photo- 
graphs a regular feature of their pages. Certain newspapers have excluded 
every other type of picture. The Free-lance should send out bigger enlarge- 
ments for this market, enlarging to 12 by 10 ins., and even 12 by 15 ins. on 
occasion ; but whole-plate enlargements are as a rule quite large enough for 
other sections. 

Another section can be called Purposeful pictures, including scientific work 
and illustrations to articles in technical papers, and for letters and paragraphs. 
This is a huge market and may be said to constitute the bulk of the Free- 
lance's output in the long run. It may not pay so well as newsy and topical 
work but it balances this by earning something for the accompanying letter- 
press, and in the series of pictures frequently sold. It pays the photographer 
to interest himself in many things, therefore, and to pay frequent visits to his 
local Free Library, there to read his favourite journals. Much can be learnt 
by a regular examination of the periodicals to which it is proposed to 
contribute. 

This purposeful section touches almost every subject under the sun : 
gardening, photography, engineering, wireless, philately, natural history, 
pets, sport, fishing, shooting, entomology, bees, knitting, cookery, estate 
management, and so on. There is a good income in any two or three of these 
subjects, and the writer knows of a Free-lance who earns £1500 per annum by 
photographing fruit trees alone. It ought also to be mentioned here that there 
are many writers who would benefit greatly by taking up photography so as 
to illustrate their articles and stories, and perhaps be in a position to write 
articles which they could not otherwise sell. 

The remaining two sections of pictures comprise Photographic Com- 
petitions and sales to manufacturers of Calendars, Christmas Cards, and 
Postcards. Photographic Competitions can now be said to be a feature of 
our summer newspapers, and although they are mainly for amateur workers 
they do offer a fillip and an excitement to one's routine programme, and bring 
in welcome cheques if only as reproduction fees. Many Free-lances earn £i$o 
to £200 a year in this pleasant way, and one of the lasting benefits of making 
and preparing photographs for the competitions comes from the undoubted 
fact that the competition picture is also the best type of press picture. A 
good entry for a competition is one that will sell easily in other ways, but the 
wise photographer will carefully plot out a programme for his best pictures, 
and not waste them on poor markets w^hen they are potential prize-winners. 
This plotting-out is one of the most important things in Press-work. Many 
a good photograph is sold for half-a-guinea when by careful handling it would 
earn ten pounds, and the scheming for each sale is perhaps the most pleasur- 
able part of this very thrilling hobby. 

Fine Art publishers are best approached in the early Spring, and will buy 
the work for which they advertise, generally paying as little as they think the 
Free-lance will accept ; the photographer should fix his price and adhere to it. 
It is best to deal with firms of repute, and to neglect those who, whilst using 
beautiful letter-headings, offer the photographer half-a-crown for “ full 
rights " and three prints. But reputable firms are a most useful market for 
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such photographa as show fanning scenes, and which can show human interest 
in the foreground. Dogs and cats are invariably popular with publishers. 

The use of the Record Book enables the contributor to leave his work with 
Editors indefinitely, a thing he must be prepared to do, for to write to enquire 
of a busy man as to " how the pictures are getting on will probably cause 
their rejection. Prints will occasionally be lost, and it is wise not to worry 
too much about this, but to make more without delay. The most important 
aspect of the work is to see that each picture sells the maximum number of 
times, not necessarily at once but over a period ; and it is foolish waste of time 
to worry harassed Editors about lost pictures, especially as they are so rarely 
lost under modem conditions. 

To succeed in earning a constant stream of cheques it is necessary to school 
oneself thoroughly in what constitutes a successful press-picture. One must 
be original, yes, but one must not be a freak. It is essential to avoid cop3dng 
others, not quite the same as being original. At first beginners find they are 
quite unable to think for themselves, but when they do eventually think along 
their own lines and produce original ideas for pictures, they succeed well 
enough. It is the ideas which are the backbone of presswork, far more so 
than merely excellent photography. Many mediocre photographers are earn- 
ing useful mcomes, but many more excellent photographers are still groping 
blindly along because they do not ]^an ahead. One must avoid hackneyed 
things, pigeons fed by hand. Polar ^ars, snake charmers, the Saxon tower. 
Fountains Abbey, and the Nore Lightship. But one must not look for freaks 
and abnormalities, which rarely turn up and are not interesting anyhow. To 
race round the country by car in search of subjects is to pass thousands nearer 
home. It is the natural things, the things as we see them, that Editors accept ; 
the dog drinking the drippings from a tap in hot weather, the mole-catcher at 
work, the carol-singers m the snow, the bird-table comedy, the last load, the 
picnic by the car, &e sportsmen at the butts, the record catch on the Broads, 
and the cat stalking the bear’s head on the lawn at spring-cleaning time. Few 
photographs sell u^ess they have contact with humanity in them somewhere. 
Journalism concerns life, not things of wood and stone. 

It is one of the faults in photography that near objects appear larger and 
distant objects smaller than they app^r to the eye, which h^ the power of 
roving and readjusting these things with tremendous rapidity. Foregrounds 
therefore appear large, and when they are devoid of interest they do not look 
wdl pictorially, apart from the absence of a ** story " just at the point where 
it should show to good advantage. For several reasons, all of them good ones, 
photographs are better for ha\nng human interest in them somewhere, prefer- 
ably near the foreground, though human interest does not always mean a 
human being. The interest must not be incongruous, but mtist be suited 
exactly to the rest of the subject, a point which ought to be written at the head 
of the golden rules for Free-lance Photographers. Irrelevant human interest 
Idlls a picture very effectively, and stamps the photographer as tactless and 
inexperienced.

THE MARKET FOR THE FREE-LANCE 
COMPOSER AND LYRIC WRITER 


By BRUCE SIEVIER 

(Director of the Board of the Performing Right Society) 

One would imagine that with the increase of the " use ** or ** performance 
of music the market of the free - lance '* writer would have increased 
proportionately. 

Actually what has happened is that ike outp%U is greater h%U the receipts are 
very muck smaller. 

B ALL ADS. For instance, ballads written by such eminent composers 
as Haydn Wood with lyrics by that prolific gentleman Edward Lockton used 
to sell 100,000 copies per annum at 2s. per copy and would continue to do so 
for some years. 

To-day a sale of 50.000 copies is phenomenal and one would not expect 
the same sale to continue the second year. Two ballads which have sold 
very well in the last few years have been ** Her Name is Maiy- ’* and *' Bless 
This House." 

I know the sales of the former, having been part author of the words with 
Harold Ramsay. It has not yet touched the 50,000 mark and although it can 
be considered as a " standard " work to-day the annual sales are alarmingly 
small. This is partly due to the fact that the Publishers allowed the number 
to be played as a dance tune. In the case of " Bless This House " no such 
thing was possible with the result that the sales have been steady and solid. 

The Ballad is a very useful type of work to assure a free-lance writer of an 
old age pension, but I would never recommend it as a means of earning a liveli- 
hood. 1 have about ten to fifteen ballads published a year. They are written 
with well-known and fairly well-known composers. They are recorded by 
John MacCormack, Frank Titterton, Tom Burke, Robert Naylor, Lance Fair- 
fax, Raymond Newell, Ashmore Burch, Peter Dawson, Percy Manchester, 
etc. etc. Yet I doubt if with the fees I draw from The Performing Right 
Society (this includes Broadcasting) my ballads earn more than £250 per 
annum for me. This includes a library of songs gathered together over a 
period of the last ten years. The would-be free-lance writer might say " I 
wouldn't mind earning £250 a year writing ballads." Possibly not, but 
remember that it has taken me over ten years to work up to this figure. For 
three years I walked from publishing house to publishing house without selling 
a song. Do not think that my income from writing is only /250 per annum 
— my ballads earn me that. I also derive an income from popular songs, 
show and film writing and so on. 

THE POPULAR SONG. This is another field altogether. It is a 
field that is full of weeds and ruts and thistles and stinging nettles. You need 
to throw all your ideals away if you want to become a successful popular song 
writer. This is no simple matter. Beginners are apt to think it as easy as 
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falling off a log. The market is ** confined ** and ** narrow/* due to the fact 
that America won it from us almost outright during the boom years. British 
authors and composers have been trying hkrd to regain even a small part of it. 
They have received very poor support &om our Publishers and even less from 
our film companies. However, by dogged determination the position is im- 
proving, although, unfortunately, sales are poor. 

THE FILMS, The Talking Film opened up a new field for the free- 
lance song writer, but our more important film companies have a habit of 
employing ** alien " writers in favour of British composers. This seems to be 
a complex — they will not believe that we have numerous composers of equal 
merit to any of the aliens they employ. It is still quite possible to get £^0 
per song from some film companies, but the work does not come along 
sufficiently often to warrant many writers claiming to make a living out of it. 
The Publishers have not helped our writers in this direction, having in many 
cases placed their libraries free gratis and for nothing, at the disposal of film 
companies, thereby hoping to gain " performing fees ** which are collected 
automatically from the Exhibitors through the medium of the Performing 
Right Society, who, in turn, have an agreement with the C.E.A. (Cinemato- 
graph Exhibitors Association). 

The film companies are beginning to realise that you should never look a 
gift horse in the mouth, and many American firms who are taking " quota " 
pictures over here are offering writers £2^ per song (words and music). This 
I know to be the general rule with Fox (British) Films at Wembley. But here 
again there are not many songs required and therefore the field or market 
remains cramped. 

The fact that you can get your song into a film is of " commercial ** value 
and helps towards publication — and once published it stands a better chance 
of being broadcast. 

BRO ADC AST TNG. This is a form of performance which at one time 
everyone connected with the song business thought was the be all and end all. 
Now most of us realise that it is wholly and solely the latter . The Performing 
Right Society collects approximately ;fioo,ooo per annum from the B.B.C. to 
be divided between their 1000 members, i.e. publishers, authors, and composers. 
It will be noted that if divided equally it would only represent £100 per annum 
per member. 

Broadcasting instead of having increased the sales of sheet music and 
records has become the death knell of the business. It is not the fault of the 
B.B.C., it is the fault of Broadcasting as such. Broadcasting has revolutionised 
the market. 

THE MARKET. What is the market? Actually what publishers, 
authors, and composers want is that members of the public will buy their 
compositions in some form or another — ^i.e. in sheet music or on gramophone 
records-~and take them into the home. For years and years this was done 
—then it was found that you could convey music into every home over any 
distance by means of wireless waves, a receiving set and a loudspeaker. The 
result is only too obvious — to-day there ** is ** music in every home. They 
can get it for los. per annum — fourteen hours a day — merely by turning on a 
switch ! I And the B.B.C. get the privilege of " using or performing ** this 
music for 00,000 per annum. 

To show how broadcasting has affected the market : in 1929 nine publishing 
houses paid out £210,000 in royalties — in 1932 these same houses only paid out 
70,000— in fact in three years the royalties had dropped by 300 per cent.— or 
to a third of what they were. The recording companies have been hit in the 
same way. 
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WiU things improvs ? I know that the B.B.C. are being approached with 
a view to pajdng more money per annum. They are 83anpathetic towards the 
Performing Right Society, but at the same time they very rightly point out 
that as the Government t^e over half the los. from every licence it does not 
leave them much to play about with. When the charter is renewed, personally, 
and I am not alone m this view, I consider we shall be foolish if we accept a 
penny less than £^50,000 per annum or 10 per cent of their gross income. 
Should there be any question that the figure does not reach this sum I would 
recommend that the P.R.S. refuse to grant the B.B.C. a licence to use or 
perform our music. 

It is only in this way that the Public can be made fully aware of the 
importance of our music both to the B.B.C. and to themselves — and in con- 
sequence it will prove that our music is the chief reason why 7,000,000 people 
pay los. per annum to listen in. 

We provide at least 80 per cent of the pro^p-amme value sent out by the 
B.B.C. and to ask a fee of 10 per cent of th^ income when we can prove 
that Broadcasting (once again let me point out that this does not imply the 
B.B.C.) has ruin^ our market, is by no means exorbitant nor extortionate. 
This is important to the free-lance writer as much of his income comes from 
Broadcasting. 

LESS OF AN ART, MORE OF A CRAFT. The writer of to- 
day has to be more businesslike than the writer of yesterday, because he has 
to commercialise himself. To-day writing is more a craft than an art. The 
writer must work to get performance for his compositions. He must not be 
content to leave the publisher to do it all. Publishers have confidence in 
authors and composers who ** work on the exploitation of their songs.*' Free- 
lance writers can only achieve success by getting to know the artists who 
would be capable of singing their songs — by getting film companies to take 
their songs — by getting broadcasting artists to " work " their songs, etc. 
In fact the whole of the song-writing business of the future is wr^ped up in 
** General ** Performance, Film Performance, and Broadcasting. Ine sales of 
music and records will never come back to what they were. 

In conclusion. I can only advise the would-be free-lance writer to be 
prepared to come into a market that is getting more and more difficult and 
that unless he is ready to become a hundred-per-cent professional writer he is 
much better out of a business which is apt to become over-stocked with demi- 
semi-amateurs who treat composition as a hobby or sideline. 

It is, to-day, a highly commercialised Profession. 



WARNING TO COMPOSERS AND WRITERS 
OF LYRICS 


Am ATBUR composers are warned that, unless they are in a position to engage 
in a speculative business, it is as foolish for them to put money into so-call^ 
" publication of music as it is for the amateur author to frank his book. 

Mr. Rutland Boughton recently offered the following warning to amateurs, 
who, he says, like the more hardened professional composers, find pleasure 
in seeing their musical thoughts in print. Because of that human weakness 
they become the prey of tenth-rate publishers, who offer to issue their music 
for them (however poor and ineffective it may be) if they will pay for the privilege. 
THIS IS TO ADVISE MUSICAL COMRADES THAT IF A PIECE OF 
MUSIC IS WORTH PUBLISHING DECENT PUBLISHERS ARE WILLING 
TO PAY FOR IT IN CASH OR ROYALTY— INDEED. THEY SOMETIMES 
REFUSE TO PUBLISH AT THE COMPOSER'S EXPENSE EVEN WHEN 
HE PREFERS THAT METHOD. AS IF A PIECE IS WORTH WHILE 
THE PUBLISHER LIKES TO CONTROL IT. We may be sure that if a 
publisher is willing to issue music at the composer's expense, that music is 
either outside the traffic of the immediate market or no good at all." 

Writers of lyrics which they wish to have set to music and published have 
noticed in various magazines a number of advertisements of composers and 
music publishers inviting MSS. 

It cannot be too widely known that music publishers r^uiring work for 
issue on cash or royalty terms no more advertise in the public press for music 
and lyrics than a first-class publisher of books advertises for MSS. on that basis. 

In connection with the eruption of an ** outsider " class of music publishers. 
Truth has made several exposures.

A BRIEF GLOSSARY OF TERMS USED IN 
WRITING, PUBLISHING, AND PRINTING 


This glossary is not intended to be exhaustive, and includes only the more 
common terms. For a detailed explanation of the technicalities of publishing, 
reference should be made to The TnUh About Publishing by Stanley Unwin 
(Allen & Unwin, 7s. 6d.) ; for printing, to A Business Man*s Guide to Printing 
by C. C. Knights (the same publisher, 7s. 6d.) . Another useful book is Books from 
the MS. to the Bookseller by John L. Young (Pitman & Sons, 3s.). Reference 
should also be made to the list of ** Signs Used in Correcting Proofs ” on page 
265 of this Year Book, and to the pages immediately following the glossary. 

Agreement. A contract indicating the nature of the arrangement between two 
or more parties. The publisher usually draws up the agreement, although 
occasionally the author’s agent does so. 

Annual. See Year Book. 

Author* s Corrections. By this is meant deviations from the original copy, and 
not corrections by the author of printers' errors. 

Bastard Title, nowadays called Half-Title, contains only the title of the book, 
and is usually on the page but one before the title-page. 

Bibliography. A list of books by one author, a list of books on the same 
subject, and the list of editions and impressions of a particular book, 
which is usuaUy found on the back of the title-page. 

Bi-Weekly. A journal published once a fortnight. 

Blurb. The publisher’s description of one of his books. It is usually found on 
the front flap of the jacket. 

Cancel. If any mistakes of importance are discovered after a book has been 
printed and bound, pages containing the mistakes are cut out, and pages 
with the mistakes corrected are printed and inserted in the Ix^k. These 
pasted-in pages are called cancels. 

Caps. Capita] letters. 

Caption. See Legend. 

Casting Off. Estimating the number of pages a MS. will make when set in type. 
Circulation. The number of copies sold of a publication ; voucher copies and 
free copies not included. 

Cl. Cloth. 

Collating. To place in order, ready for binding, the folded sheets of a book. 
Colophon. A publisher’s sign or trade mark. Messrs. Heinemann’s Windmill 
and Messrs. Methuen’s Gateway are two well-known examples. 
Compositor (or Comp.). One who sets printer’s type. Formerly done by hand, 
nowadays done mechanically. See Linotype and Monotype. 

Copy. The printer’s term for MSS. 

Copyright. The exclusive right of the author or owner of a literary or artistic 
production, to publish or sell copies of a work. 

Cross-Head. A short descriptive heading dividing sections of a work ; placed 
in the centre of the line. 

Daily. A journal published daily. 

Dust Cover. See Jacket. 

Edition. The number of copies of a book or periodical printed at one time. 
Format. The external form and size of a book. 

Fount. An alphabet of any given type, together with stops, diphthongs, and 
spaces, etc., is known as a fount of type^ 
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Gutter, The centre margins of a book, hidden when the sheets are sewn and 
the book is bound. 

Half -Title, See Bastard Title, 

Imposition. The arrangement of the pages so that when the printed sheet is folded 
the pages are in alignment and the margins are in correct proportions. 

Impression. A reprint of a work in which there are no alterations of any kind. 

Imprint. A publisher's name and address ; usually found on the title-page of 
a book or magazine. Also, the printer's name and address ; usually found 
on the back of the title-page or at the end of the book or magazine. In 
all cases required by law. 

Indent. The first line of a new paragraph is set-in or indented. 

Inset. Pages loosely inserted between the pages of a book or magazine. 

Jackets, Dust Covers, or Wrappers. Originally a paper covering to protect the 
binding of a book until it reached the purchaser. To-day it not only pro- 
tects the book, but in addition is a most effective means of advertising it. 

Layout. An outline, rough sketch, or design for the desired arrangement of a 
piece of printing. 

Leads. Thin pieces of lead placed between the lines of type. See the examples 
of leading on page 265. 

Legend or Caption. The descriptive matter beneath an illustration. 

Letterpress. The text of a book or periodical as opposed to the illustrations. 

Lineage. A rate of payment at so much a line. 

Linotype. A type-setting machine in which a whole line of type is set in one 
piece. These pieces are colloquially referred to as slugs. These machines 
are largely used for newspaper work. 

Literal. A mistake in type-setting. Usually marked on Marked Proofs. 

Monotype. A type-setting machine in which the letters are cast separately, 
and not collectively as in the Linotype machine. 

Moulds. Before the type from which a book has been printed is dispersed (a 
charge is made if type is kept standing after a certain period), moulds 
of the type are made of papier-mach^. Molten type-lead is poured into 
the moulds, and the result is a plate of metal, called a stereo, carrying the 
type in relief. 

MS. Manuscript. MSS. Manuscripts. 

N.D. No date. 

N.K. Not known. 

N.O. Not our publication. 

N.O.y. Not out yet. 

N.S.C. Nothing so called. 

Octavo. A sheet folded into eight, i.e. sixteen pages. 

O/P. Out of print. 

0 /S. Out of stock. 

Point. The unit of type measurement. There are 72 points to an inch. 

Pp. Pages. The extent of a book is described as 256 pp. (the body of the 
book) + viii pp. (the preliminary matter). 

Preliminary Matter or Prelim. The first eight or so pages of a book, which 
includes the half-title, the title-page, the bibliography, the Dedication, 
the Preface, List of (intents, Ost of Illustrations, and sometimes the 
Introduction. 

Proof Corrections. See also '* Signs Used in Correcting Proofs " on page 284. 

Galley Proofs. The first proofs, unpaged, printed from long narrow 
trays of type, known as galleys. Considerable expense is incurred if 
extensive corrections are made after a book has been paged. A couple of 
lines added to a page means that the two last lines must be carried to the 
top of the next page and so on. 

Marked Proofs. The proof marked by the printer's reader. Par- 
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ticular attention should be paid to his queries, as usually he is a man 
of almost encyclopaedic knowledge. 

Page Proofs. A proof of the type after it has been made up in page 
form. If it is unlikely that extensive corrections will be made after the 
book is set, the MS. is often set in page, and thus galley proofs are 
eliminated, and a substantial saving in cost effected. 

Revised Proofs. The proofs after corrections made on the page 
proofs have been effected. 

Slip Proofs. Same as Galley. 

Prospectus. A leaflet advertising a book. 

Publisher's Reader. One who reads MSS. for a publisher with a view to their 
suitability for publication. 

Pull. A trial print. 

Quarto. A sheet folded into four, i.e. eight pages. 

Recto. The right-hand page of a book. 

Repnnt. See Impression. 

Review Copies. Copies of a book sent out to newspapers and magazines for 
review. 

Royalties. Payments made to an author on a percentage basis for the sales of 
his book. 

RjP. Reprinting. 

Rule. A metal strip for lines in type-setting. 

Running Headline. The line at the top of each page of a book. The title of a 
book usually appears on the top of left-hand page and a variable headline 
on the other. 

Run On. A term to indicate that matter must be continuous and not broken 
up into paragraphs. 

Run Over. The continuation of matter on to another page. 

Shoulder-Head. A short descriptive heading, indented a little and occupying 
a separate line. 

Side-Head. A short descriptive heading dividing sections of a work. Indented 
a little, usually in italics, and not occupying a separate line. 

Signature or Sig. The small number or figure appearing at the foot of the first 
page of each of the sections in which a book is bound. Originally these 
figures were placed there for the convenience of the binder collating the 
sections before binding, but in addition no’wadays it has an added use as 
the name for the section of the book. Thus Sig. 9 of this book means 
pp. 1 29-144. 

Slug. See under Linotype. 

Stereo. Molten type-lead is poured into the moulds of the original type, and 
the result is a plate of metal carrying the type in relief. The whole process 
is known as stereotyping, the plate of metal as the stereo. 

Title-Page. The front page of a book giving the title, author, and publisher of 
the book. 

T.O.P. Temporarily out of print. 

Traveller* s Sample. The first chapter or so of a book, with the preliminary 
matter and a few specimen illustrations, bound in the same cloth that is 
to be used for the book. Used by publishers' travellers in soliciting orders 
for the book before it is published. 

Type, Sizes of. See page 264. 

Typography. The art of printing. 

Upper Case. The capital letters. 

Weekly. A journal published weekly. 

Wrapper. See Jacket. 

Year Book. A volume containing information of a variable nature on a 
particular subject. Published once every year. 



SIZES OF BOOKS 


The size most favoured, not only for novels, but for all types of book, is 
Crown 8vo, ranging from Large Crown 8vo (8 x 5 J inches) to Small Crown 8vo 
(7 ^ 4I inches) . The small sizes given in the table below, such as Foolscap 1 6mo 
Ui ^ 3f inches), are not very much used except for religious and devotional 
books, and the large sizes such as Imperial 4to (is^x inches) are almost 
only used for de luxe editions. Pocket editions are usually Foolscap 8vo or 
Small Crown 8vo, and biographies, memoirs, and other non-fiction works 
Demy 8vo or Royal 8vo.

72 Points equal one inch.

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ON CORRECTING PROOFS 


It is a common weakness on the part of writers to make corrections in their 
manuscript up to a certain point and then to leave final polishing up to be 
made on the proofs when the book is set up in type. 

Even experienced authors are guilty of this to a large extent, and as this 
greatly increases the cost of the production of a magazine or book, most 
publishers insert a clause in their agreements stipulating that the cost of all 
corrections beyond a certain percentage shall be borne by the author. 

This unfortunately leads to constant friction, for an author does not realise 
that when he, perhaps, deletes or adds two or three words at the beginning of 
a paragraph, this necessitates the overrunning of every line to the end of that 
paragraph, and what looks to the author to be the work of a moment to correct 
probably takes a compositor a half an hour to put right. 

After such emendation in galley form the publisher should surely be 
entitled to expect that the book is then ready to be printed ofi when it is 
made up into page, apart from the rectification of any printer's errors that 
may occur (such as letters dropped or transposed) in the make-up into page ; 
it is not, however, uncommon for an author, when he gets the page proofs, to 
continue amending sentences or paragraphs almost as heavily as in the galley 
proofs. 

The result of all this is unsatisfactory to both the author and publisher, 
for when the invoice is rendered for the cost of the excess corrections the 
author becomes indignant and thinks that the amount charged is an im- 
position on the part of the publisher. He writes protesting, and the pubhsher 
takes up the matter with the printer again, upon which the printer gets out 
all the corrected proofs, spends much time in getting out his working dockets 
and proves that instead of the charge being excessive it is really much more 
mode^’ate than was justified by the time and trouble spent. So it must be 
seen how unsatisfactory the whole matter is. and from the point of view of 
both the publisher and the printer there should have been no necessity for any 
such friction if the author had attended to editing his typescript before sub- 
mitting it for the printer.
